A CORRESPONDENT urges me to write 
about Progessions and their importance—a 
wish the fulfillment of which I had already 
anticipated—and adds: “Some astrologers 
hold that they are of no use... . . It is very 
confusing to read one ‘Authority’ and have 
him state that Progressions are useless and 
foolish and in the very next article in the 
same magazine to read of many points be- 
ing made by referring constantly to Pro- 
gressions. I hope that in some future time 
you may find time and opportunity to help 
clear up the mystery.” 

It is confusing indeed; and the only way 
I know of dispelling such a confusion is to 
refer the student to my article “The Three 
Fundamental Motions of the Earth” (April 
1935), and also “Can Astrology ever be 
scientific?’ (December 1934). In these ar- 
ticles I attempted very briefly to suggest 
a general classification of astrological view- 
points which must always remain more or 
less incompatible. In other words astrology 
and all astrological data, factors and sym- 
bols can be approached from several very 
different ways. What seems most important 
from one of these ways of approach, may 
appear trivial or unfounded or secondary 
from another one. It is all a matter of 
perspective; and according as one asks 
from astrology one thing or another, one 
is bound to emphasize one set of factors or 
another at the expense of the rest. 

The matter can be easily explained and 
any truly unbiased and philosophical mind 
can readily see the validity of each of the 
main astrological viewpoints, even if he 
were to favor personally one of those view- 
points. Thus, as I pointed out in my ar- 
ticles on Progressions, a person may be by 
nature more able to handle problems of “be- 
ing” (i.e., essential nature, structure of 
character, individual selfhood, etc.) than 
problems of “becoming” (i.e., prognostica- 
tions, fortune telling, etc.). Such a person 
will emphasize the radical birth-chart and 
pay less attention to Progressions, Direc- 
tions and the like. 

Unfortunately many astrologers are not 
conspicuous for the unbiased or the philoso- 





phical quality of their minds. What they 
are not particularly interested in—is shown 
to have no value at all. They may be “au- 
thorities” in their respective fields; but as 
these fields are determined by rather irre- 
concilable points of view, confusion is bound 
to arise when their pronouncements are 
compared. 

One point of view has caused of late a 
great deal of trouble to the even temper of 
astrological thought. It is the point of view 
according to which astrology must be made 
“scientific” in order to take its place among 
the modern sciences of life and behavior. 
If by “scientific” is meant a quality of 
seriousness of intent and intellectual hon- 
esty, well and good. But one wonders if 
the pretense at being “scientific” is not 
often a bid for popular support and a hid- 
ing under a mantle of intellectual respec- 
tability. 

I have tried to show elsewhere that in 
order to become “scientific” astrology will 
have to discard much that is not only tradi- 
tional but, to my mind, an essential part of 
the astrological method. Astrology as an 
experimental science: this seems a consum- 
mation neither to be wished for, nor to be 
attainable unless everything dealing with 
the individual factor in man is practically 
eradicated or left in the background. As- 
trology can only become based on a strictly 
experimental and statistical method if it 
leaves out all individual interpretation. 
This of course is the one outstanding char- 
acteristic of modern science: that is, its 
ideal of absolute objectivity and its disre- 
gard of the factor of individual interpreta- 
tion. Science dealsyonly with facts evident 
to any trained observer and as free from 
the personal equation as can possibly be. 

Astrology in this field of purely objective 
analysis seems very much handicapped. In 
fact it appears to be in an impossible situ- 
ation, as it depends as yet for its validity 
on a theory of stellar and planetary influ- 
ences, which may never be proven, or which 
seem to be provable only in the case of 
collective and planetary factors. I do not 
wish to appear reactionary or conservative. 
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But I merely claim that astrology has a 
function of its own; that it is a method 
of thinking which may be correlated with 
experimental or so-called scientific data and 
tabulations, yet which of itself is not ex- 
perimental and not to be approached 
through the ordinary “methods of empirical 
science. 

In a book of mine which may soon be in 
print, I show at length how astrology, if it 
is to be considered as a science, can only 
be parallel with algebra and logic. The 
latter are not empirical sciences and have 
nothing to do with their technique. They 
are rather deductive methods based on the 
very processes of thought. Astrology, like 
algebra and logic, deals with symbolism. 
But astrological symbolism is distinct from 
the symbolism of algebra, because the lat- 
ter deals with quantities and numbers, 
while astrology deals with life-qualities. 
Thus I called astrology, the “algebra of 
life.” 

Thus understood astrology is in a cate- 
gory all by itself. It is not a science; it 
is not exactly an art. It has a unique func- 
tion in human civilization. It occupies a 
place of tremendous significance which is 
completely taken away from it when it is 
reduced to the status of an empirical science, 
like botany or meteorology for instance. 
I wish people who are fine thinkers and 
earnest seekers after astrological truth 
could see this point. I wish they might 
understand that by repudiating integral 
portions of the astrological Whole they 
only lower its level of significance, in the 
hope that astrological data might be rec- 
ognized as valid by the ordinary scientific 
mind. 

What such astrologers trying to reduce 
astrology to the réle of an empirical or 
statistical science have found mostly un- 
savoury and unwanted has been two things: 
Progressions and the Houses. If astrology 
is merely a matter of recording the physi- 
eal or super-physical “influences” exerted 
by planets and stars upon human beings, 
collectively or singly, then of course the 
capital factors to be studied are the Sun 
and Moon, the planets and the fixed stars. 
These celestial bodies are shown to be more 
or less like cosmic magnets or radio broad- 
casting stations exerting influences upon 
the earth and its inhabitants. 

If this be the strict point of view taken, 
then obviously Progressions have no mean- 
ing, because they can hardly fit into a scien- 
tific system of measurement of actual plan- 
etary influences—unless entirely new con- 
cepts as to the meaning of science and of 
“influence” to be accepted, which would up- 
set completely the fabric of modern science. 
Likewise Houses, as used in ordinary con- 


temporary practice, can have only at best 
a most secondary meaning, or no meaning 


at all. Why a certain 30-degree section of 
space should refer to finances and another 
to long journeys is of course utterly absurd, 
from the modern scientific standpoint. All 
that science could possibly accept is the fact 
that celestial bodies exert a measurable, 
though most incomprehensible, influence 
upon men at birth and throughout their 
lives; the latter referring to so-called 
“transits.” It might acct pt the peculiar 
astrological way of measuring these infiu- 
ences and their natures through “aspects” 
and “zodiacal position” and position in rela- 
tion to stars. But I cannot see how mod- 
ern science could possibly accept anything 
else in astrology. Now, to reduce astrology 
to such above-mentioned factors is to make 
of it a mere shadow in comparison to what 
it could be if understood in its totality and 
on its own intrinsic plane as a unique prod- 
uct of the human mind, 

The peculiar thing is that astrologers 
who are eager to be ‘scientific’ never seem 
to go all the way through in their eager- 
ness. Wynn may repudiate Progressions— 
as my correspondent states—but he accepts 
the Houses. Others refuse to pay attention 
to the Houses, but accept the validity of 
Progressions. In other words confusion in- 
deed exists, because people do not think 
astrology; they merely absorb the tradi- 
tional factors and reject those which do 
not fit in with what they either dislike 
or believe unproven. 

I have attempted in many preceding ar- 
ticles to establish the relative validity and 
significance of all astrological factors of 
traditionally recognized importance by re- 
ducing them to the three fundamental mo- 
tions of the earth from which they derive. 
These motions have been related symboli- 
cally to metaphysical principles which con- 
stitute the foundation of all life. Thus a 
structure of thought has been tentatively 
established, which my forthcoming book will 
further develop,—a structure which is both 
all-encompassing and logically knit. I ac- 
cept all astrological factors, because I can 
place them where they belong in the vast 
and wonderful whole which is Astrology. 


The Month of June 
psychologically interpreted 


This month brings to a climax the power- 
ful configurations which have vitalized to 
the limit the mutable signs of the zodiac; 
viz., Gemini, Virgo, Sagittarius and Pisces. 
Mars, the Sun, Venus and Mercury suc- 
cessively oppose Jupiter. and square the op- 
position of Saturn to Neptune. A perfect 
cross is produced, further enhanced by the 
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fact that the New Moon of June 19 is a total 
eclipse of the Sun. 

If this means anything it certainly points 
to intense intellectual activity. Whether 
the activity will be feverish enough as to 
blow up fuses in the harassed mind will de- 
pend largely on the personal chart of the 
individual and its relation to the cosmic 
Cross featured by the June heavens. On 
the other hand such a Cross can mean, in 
a spectacular way, the incarnation or mani- 
festation of great Ideas or inspiration flood- 
ing the mind. It may mean mental or spiri- 
tual conversion: an utter change of mental 
viewpoint. 

If it does, then the person so affected 
will readily see that this occurrence, how- 
ever sudden, is in fact the culmination of 
a process begun in the Fall 1935—if not 
earlier: a process which involved many 
tests and tribulations. Nor shall it mark 
the end of the process, for, twice more at 
least, crucial phases of it will be encoun- 
tered up to the winter 1937 — especially 
around the Fall equinox. 

I feel, however, that the eclipse of June 
19 gives actually the key to this entire 
process of mental stirring up which is the 
one outstanding characteristic of the year 
1936 (including the Fall 1935). I might 
even go further and say that the June plan- 
etary Cross brings to a focus the peculiar 
configuration which opened up the XXth or 
closed the XIXth Century, viz., an opposi- 
tion of Neptune and Pluto to all other 
planets, affecting the two signs Gemini and 
Sagittarius. 

In other words, I feel that that which 
was begun in the opening chapter of this 
century is now coming to a point of con- 
crete manifestation. This month of June 
should mark a real cosmic birth or incar- 
nation. By this I do not mean the coming 
of a Messiah, but the coming to birth im 
every prepared individual of a mental at- 
titude, of a mode of consciousness which 
is essentially the characteristic key-note of 
this XXth Century. 

Our century is a century of mental prob- 
lems and ideological conflicts; and this year 
1936 is a crucial one in the working out 
of such problems and conflicts. The eclipse 
of June 19 is the climax of the whole 
process. It falls in conjunction with the 
great star Betelgeuze, on a degree sym- 
bolized thus: “A man has just been granted 
a bankruptcy decree. He faces the future 
with a new determination.” 

Betelgeuze is often seen prominent in 
the charts of those who are makers of the 
New Order. it is a symbol of universal 
love, but love that is powerful and a source 
of Works. It represents the power-center 
of Orion, the mighty Hunter, the slayer 


of the Bull. It refers to the overcoming 
of the physical earth, its obvious fruitions 
and as obvious inertia and separativeness, 
It is the Signature of a new consciousness 
centered in all-encompassing Intelligence 
and all-inclusive Comradeship. The gather- 
ing of Venus, Mars, Sun and Moon around 
the longitude-degree of Betelgeuze, the ex- 
act conjunction between the eclipse and 
this star of tremendous size—mean an in- 
tense downpour of the quality symbolized 
by Betelgeuze upon mankind. It may be 
as a great Lightning that will consume 
many, while it shall exalt a few. What 
actual events shall focalize the downpour, 
no one knows. But concrete events that 
may occur will at best be “Signatures” of 
the great Drama, or Initiation, which will 
occur in the Mind of humanity—and of 
a few individuals who are ready. 
Mankind is so overpowered by the “kar- 
ma” of its misdeeds, by the memory of a 
past which has made of this earth a welter 
of greed and hatred, that it certainly needs 
the help of a benevolent Judge who may 
grant that the burden be lifted and a new 
start be made. Yes, we are facing bank- 
ruptcy, but bankruptcy may be interpreted 
as “forgiveness”—as a release from karma, 
through love and benevolence, through the 
compassionate dismissal of all indebtedness. 
Western civilization may have the appear- 
ances of failure. But there is only one 
real failure: to stop going on, to stop learn- 
ing and creating. And modern man is not 
that kind of a failure. He is going on and 
on—though burdened with his ancestral 
past, with the negative results of man’s 
progressive gains toward mental equili- 
brium and understanding. The burden 
shall be lifted somehow—even if at the cost 
of a sharp crisis. And Man shall be free 
to go and build anew, with the blessings of 
Betelgeuze to show him a “new path.”

PART I 


l, LANDS that are veiled in the lure of 
distance and mystery, in Java, in Bali, men 
listen throughout deep tropical nights for 
the music of Native orchestras; orchestras 
in which sets of gongs of all sizes and 
played in various manners occupy the most 
conspicuous place. Throbbing with won- 
drous resonance, the big gongs scan the 
periods of time of the music which flows 
evenly, flows like a deep river releasing 
into the silence of towering forests myriads 
of tones. And the tones resound inces- 
santly, fluid, alive. Quickly they drip from 
the hands of brown-skinned performers 
wrapped in batik “saroengs”; quickly with- 
out break, yet also without haste, mcasured 
and solemnized by the soft throbs of the big 
gongs, which: to these men, are the very 
voices of their gods. 

Unlike our highly individualistic and 
emotionally strained Western music, this 
music of gongs is the image of life itself, 
as it flows serenely, universally, rhythmi- 
cally. It is music that is cosmic indeed, 
pure and full as the music which men of 
exalted realizations, like Pythagoras, named 
“the Music of the Spheres.” Well may we 
compare the two; for to the awakened sense 
of those great dreamers, whose dreams at 
times interpret for us the meaning of celes- 
tial mysteries, the planets which circle ma- 
jestically round the Sun can often be per- 
ceived as vast gongs, huge discs vibrant 
with hosts of energies centered by a glow- 
ing knob of flaming power, before which 
the seeing human soul fain would bow in 
awed reverence, calling it a god. 

Modern minds, caught by the glamour of 
scientific analysis, may dismiss the vision 
as mere mythological fancy. Little does it 
matter; for whether the image be endowed 
with substantial reality or not, the pure 
significance nevertheless remains. And it 
18 with this significance that we would deal, 
Without being afraid to drape it in poetical 
symbolism, for after all the deepest core of 
life is poetry and symbol. 

Wherefore we shall attune our ears to 
the gong tones of the orchestra which our 
eyes see as the solar system. In this or- 
chestra there are two solo performers, 
Which ancient astrology called “the Lights” 
—Sun and Moon. Their performance is a 
twofold song—song of days and of 
nights—; and the tones thereof are vibra-

tions of light and of life. They sing like 
melodies throughout the earth, stirring all 
beings, arousing in every living organism 
sympathetic resonances, a reflected song 
which is to these organisms light and life. 

Through the greater heavens the solar 
song of light flows. It strikes the planetary 
hosts. Like huge gongs they resound to the 
impact. Their tones mount to a climax, 
boom forth through space. These tones, 
they are power. They are ~.rds and they 
are commands. They circle through space. 
In appointed circuits of power, they re- 
volve. Their revolutions stir in every atom, 
every cell, every living whole, activities; 
which, blending with the songs of light 
and life, of Sun and Moon, constitute the 
warp and woof of organic living. 

The meaning of the celestial orchestra is 
this, that in every living thing of the earth 
there is also, hidden behind the opaque 
veils of materiality, a cosmic orchestra. 
And for those who have retained the vision 
of poets and seers, these orchestras, the 
one in the skies and the myriads of those 
in all living wholes, are synchronous. Each 
organic entity is a little watch timed to the 
vast clock of the solar system. Life in the 
many microcosms can be interpreted in 
terms of the music of the orchestra they 
contain and which are their living souls— 
the breaths of Life. For Life is a moving 
harmony of functions. Organic activities 
are rhythmical and periodical. Their up 
and down beats can be measured by the 
beating of invisible gongs; gongs which are 
hidden within the body, and also that one 
vast cosmic set which man beholds in the 
sky. 

Modern biologists are prone to refer all 
life-activities to endocrine glands, and to 
their infinitesimal secretions which hold 
such a magic power over the functional 
behavior of the organism—a power so tre- 
mendous in relation to their size. It may 
be that these glands are themselves but 
the concrete bases of operation for vibra- 
tory streams which emanate from more hid- 
den or more deeply symbolic centers of 
force. These, in their totality, we would 
call the “life-gongs’ orchestra” within the 
body: the “Planets” within every living 
whole. 

Every whole, insofar as it is a living 
whole, partakes in the activity of a few 
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basic streams of energies which operate 
through the greater and more universal 
Whole of which it is a little part or cell. 
The essential functional structures of every 
whole, the smallest as well as the vastest, 
are analogical. Life performs in a few 
basic modes in every organic whole. These 
modes are set by the life-gongs which throb 
in all living things of the earth, as they 
boom forth through the vast spaces of the 
solar system. 

We shall therefore attune our ears to 
the music of the planetary gongs, to the 
songs of the “Lights” whose circuits in our 
skies measure the reality of Time; Time 
that is Life creative and Life singing; Time 
that binds all gongs into a vast shifting 
chord of planetary voices; Time whose 
silence itself may become Tone—the small, 
child-like, pure, simple tone of our inner- 
most self; a tone that vibrates through 
the whole of us, and is the wholeness of 
us; a tone so translucent, so clear, and so 
simple that: no one may hear it save those 
who themselves have become silence. 

That tone is the blending of all the over- 
tones of life; yet in a curious, inexpressible 
way, the source of all that is “I”. It is 
that which men of other times have named 
Tao; realizing which, great Sages and 
Saints and Poets have known God. Not 
the flaming triumphant divinity who sits 
in a throne of glory amid the paeans of 
celestial cohorts; but that mystic Presence 
which is humble and tender, radiant and 
pure,—which is the song of Silence and 
of Love; which is nothing, yet without 
which there is nothing; which has glad- 
dened the hearts of all mystics and given 
to men that peace “that passeth understand- 
es: n.< 


The Song of Light 


Throughout our earthly year, modulated 
within the range of the Sun’s octave of 
motion which spreads from solstice to sol- 
stice, northward then southward, light sings 
its cyclic melody which is the source and 
being of all living melodies. 

The melody of light! We who bathe in 
its radiance and its eternal wonder, seeing 
this light centered in the moving majesty 
of the Sun, believe that, knowing the light, 
we also know the Sun. Yet mystics and 
oceultists of all ages have taken pains to 
show that the brilliance we behold is not 
the reality of the Sun, but only its outer 
glory. And scientists intent upon pene- 
trating celestial mysteries speak of the va- 
rious layers of the Sun’s surface, especially 
of the photosphere which is the source of 
light; yet, few would be bold enough to 
claim that they know what lies beyond the 








effulgent solar veils: what has been called 
“the Heart of the Sun.” 

The “Heart of the Sun” is the unknown 
Deity; the photosphere, His “Robe of 
Glory”, as the Gnostics said nearly two- 
thousand years ago. Light is the efful- 
gence of this Glory. It is the song of the 
Multitudes that are the cells of the divine 
Body. It is the song of the celestial Hosts 
conveying to the outer world the inner 
reality of the One who is the beginning, 
the middle and the end of all there is in 
the solar system, the One who is drawing 
all things to Himself that they might par- 
take of His divinity, the One who is the 
supreme Integrator, the All-encompassing 
and Compassionate: Whom men call God. 

Light is the compassionate gesture of God 
toward matter, the flow of His love which 
ever “redeems” the residuum of past fail- 
ure, gathering the chaotic elements, the 
“manure” of ancient worlds, into living 
organisms. Light is the call to renewed life, 
and therefore the command “Let there be 
Light” resounds as the creative evocation. 
It is a command; but it is even more an 
act of compassion—which means, an act of 
integration. 

After the end of any cycle of manifes- 
tation, be it the cycle of a man or that of 
a galaxy, all that was “spiritual” in the 
once living being is indrawn into the su- 
preme unity of Spirit,—and all that failed 
to reach that condition of unity is ina 
state of chaos, of extreme divisibility and 
elementa! materiality. Thus there is an 
emphasis of duality and non-integration, 
even though at the time being there is no 
active conflict between spirit and matter— 
the two polar opposites within the universal 
Whole. But, we must not forget, conflict is 
relationship; hatred is relationship. It is 
only in utter indifference and utter oblivion 
that all relationship ceases. And after the 
end of a cycle of life-manifestation, spirit 
has completely forgotten matter and mat- 
ter is utterly indifferent to spirit. 

It is only as spirit and matter are cor- 
related within a living organism, that rela- 
tionship between the two opposites is poss! 
ble; even though such a relationship means 
uninterrupted conflict. When the body dis- 
integrates, spirit goes its own way, and 90 
does matter. Then organic life ceases— 
life, which is the ceaseless interaction of 
spirit with matter, of positive with nega 
tive. Consciousness or soul is drawn into 
spirit,—or at least whatever of it was at 
all spiritual. The materials of the body de 
compose and become mere chemicals, ma 
nure or food which lower organisms in tum 
will assimilate. : 

What could draw together once agall 
spirit and matter, if not the will and love 
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of Him that is the supreme Integrator, 
Wholeness ceaselessly operative and com- 
passion absolute? It is that divine One 
whom men call God and whose celestial 
symbol of active power is the “Heart of the 
Sun.” Within that eternal Heart surges 
boundless compassion for matter, the strong 
desire that all inchoate cosmic elements be 
once more made to interact with spirit, so 
that out of the interaction and the conflict, 
consciousness and soul may once more sound 
the majestic chord of universal Being 
throughout the fields of Space. 

And this compassion that surges from 
the “Heart of the Sun” is Light. It is Light 
that thrills through Space, arousing Spirit 
from its dream and stirring the “dark 
waters of chaos.” This Light is the eternal 
power of integration, and it radiates ever- 
lastingly from the “Heart of the Sun.” 
Men whose eyes may only see the radiation 
and must ignore its mystic source, believe 
they know the Sun; yet what they perceive 
is only the gushing torrent of the light. 
And the light flows from the Heart of 
divine Fullness into all the potential seeds 
of living organisms,—be they universes, or 
men, or plants—. That light is absorbed 
by the seeds and it becomes in them, life. 
To the song of light answers, and so faintly 
. first, yet ever more strongly, the song of 
ife. 

This distinction between “light” and “life” 
is a basic feature of esoteric philosophy. 
Medieval philosophers, following after still 
older teachers, spoke of Natura naturans 
and Natura naturata; which means, Na- 
ture as an active principle and Nature as 
a passive acted-upon element. They spoke 
of the former as the “astral light”; of 
the latter as the sub-lunar realm of per- 
petual flux and passionate change. Light, 
thus, is always the active, universal prin- 
ciple; Life, considered as a manifested es- 
sence in living organisms, is the reflected, 
particularizing element whose tides regulate 
the growth and decay of all organisms. 
Life is the fluidic essence in the body, the 
elixir of life, the potency of which is due 
to the presence of secretions from the en- 
docrine glands. But, beyond this life-giv- 
ing fluid, there is what some occultists have 
called the “body of light” or “sidereal body.” 
The terms are unfortunate in the sense 
that such a “body” is not really a body. It 
is rather an orchestra, a relationship of 
creative, light-radiating whirls—that are 
indeed like vibrating gongs. 

These gongs are set vibrating by the 
mystic “Sun” within the human organism 
—the leader of the orchestra; nay more. 
He who plays upon the gongs; who plays 
not with hands and mallet but with Rays 
of light. This Sun is said to be a very 





mysterious little blue Flame which can be 
perceived by the seer at the center of the 
heart, where the four cavities thereof meet. 
There is to be found the immanent Christ 
of the Christian mystics, the Living God; 
Ishvara-in-the-body, the incarnate Krishna 
of whom the Bhagavat Gita speaks. 

We may not see this Sun in us, but we 
may sense its light. It flows through the 
great nerve systems of the body: mainly 
the Great Sympathetic, and the Cerebro- 
Spinal System. It is the electric fluid 
which passes through the nerves, now found 
by modern science to be indeed like electric 
wires wrapped in a protective sheath. It 
is that, and possibly more than that. It 
is the organic resonance of the body as a 
harmonic whole: the source of all vital ac- 
tivities and at the same time their syn- 
thetic vibration: the alpha and the omega 
of all individual being. 

Light is a song;—not because it changes 
of itself, for the Heart of the Sun is 
changeless; but because the Earth—sym- 
bol of the individuals consciousness—orients 
itself differently to it, season after season. 
The Earth revolves around the Sun, and, 
because its axis is inclined and not per- 
pendicular to the plane of the revolution, 
the light of the Sun strikes most of the 
Earth’s surface at varying angles. There- 
fore light is not a single tone, an unchang- 
ing diapason; it is a melody. Likewise 
man’s attitude to his spiritual source varies 
throughout the span of his life; and the 
light within him is also a melody—at first 
clear and pure, then tumultuous and tor- 
rid, lastly softer and more tender as the 
light which caresses the yellowing trees be- 
fore the coming of the great white Snow. 

In the fully-developed human being, the 
song of light is heard three times, each 
time in a different tonality. Each time 
the melody unfolds from a Winter-solstice 
“tonic” to a Summer-solstice “dominate”, 
then back to a new “tonic”—or perhaps it 
is the same original “tonic”, if growth is 
made impossible. Each melodic cycle takes 
twenty-eight years. The song of light is 
a song of selfhood;—flowing northward, 
flowing southward—from purity to passion, 
from passion to purity—from illumination 
to heat, from heat to greater brilliancy. 

It is a universal song; but each living 
being sings it with its own tone-color. Each 
gong is made of an alloy, the composition 
of which varies. Therefore there are many 
types of being: one Light, but so many 
lamps; one Sound, yet so many tones! II- 
lumination comes to those who hear the 
song of Light unchanged, unflickering, 
eternal—Light that is one though the lamps 
be many.

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The Time-Analysis of the 
Birth-Chart 4, essad 


3 THE articles which we wrote for the 
last three issues of “American Astrology” 
we have dealt with three types of factors— 
progressions, directions and transits—which 
introduced in the consideration of a per- 
son’s birth-chart new elements not to be 
found in this birth-chart. It is true that 
in considering these new elements (i.e. the 
positions of progressed or directed or tran- 
siting planets), we found it usually best to 
relate them to the factors contained in the 
birth-chart (i.e. the positions of “radical” 
planets or cusps). Yet the fact remains 
that in order to progress or direct or study 
transits, one must bring in new factors 
not originally present in the birth-chart. 

We said that the procedure was based on 
the idea that birth—or more specifically, 
the first breath, considered as the first mo- 
ment of independent existence and activity 
—does not mean the fulfillment of the con- 
crete personality. The formation and ma- 
turation of the latter takes “more breath- 
ing’, involves adjustment and interaction 
with environment and all sorts of collective 
or social factors. The mature personality 
is thus the result both of individual or 
archetypal factors and of influences from 
the surroundings to which the individual 
must adjust himself. The building of per- 
sonality is a life-long process, which may 
or may not be carried to completion, which 
may be a failure or only a partial success. 

On the other hand, the birth-chart refers 
to something which does not evolve, which 
does not become—and thus does not deal 
essentially with either success or failure. 
It reperesents the pattern of being of the 
individual as an individual. It is a purely 
abstract form; a plan, or blue-print. The 
blue-print is... what itis. It may be that 
there is, at the time it is projected as a 
birth, no adequate human materials avail- 
able that can do justice to it. It may in- 
volve the solution of most difficult problems 
of actual engineering, which can hardly 
be solved considering the environment in 
which the birth took place. It may be that 
there is practically no chance for the native 
to build a personality which would fulfill 
the implications of the plan which the birth- 
chart is. Yet failure or success is not con- 
tained essentially in the birth-chart—but 
only in the fact that human nature may 
not be equal to the very arduous Task it 





connotes. A new and higher environment 
being given, success would be the thing then 
to anticipate. 

In other words, no birth-chart is better 
than any other, absolutely speaking. But 
if a particular environment is considered, 
then some birth-charts may be seen readily 
as too difficult problems of personality- 
building for this particular environment. 
Nothing can show, in the birth-chart itself, 
the nature and level of the environment in 
the midst of which the native will have to 
evolve and to transform a mere blue-print 
(the birth-chart) into a concrete and fin- 
ished structure (the perfected personality). 
Therefore no one can deduce with certainty 
from a birth-chart whether the native will 
reach the state of mature and fulfilled per- 
sonality, or break down under the pressure 
of an unfavorable environment. 

The illustration of seed and plant growth 
may once more clarify this matter. No 
gardener can say by considering a seed in 
a normal condition whether or not that seed 
will develop into a perfect plant—unless he 
knows the nature of the soil and of the 
climate which will constitute the “environ- 
ment” to which the plant must adjust itself 
after the germ issues forth from the seed. 
If the seed is that of a tropical plant and 
it is to be sown in Canada, then the gard- 
ener is practically certain it will not grow— 
unless a hot house is provided for it. No 
astrologer who sees the birth-chart of an 
entirely unknown person can say what is 
the environment of that person. It cannot 
even show whether it is the birth-chart of 
a cow or that of a British lord. The birth- 
chart reveals only a pattern of life-organi- 
zation. Whether the material in which this 
pattern is to be made a concrete object can 
do justice to this pattern or whether it 
is totally inadequate, cannot be told in con- 
crete manner, 

Another example: Imagine that a pecu- 
liar fairy god-mother gives to each new- 
born babe a piano score and decides that 
success or failure will come to the babe 
in proportion as he manages to perform 
accurately that score. The astrologer looks 
at these scores. He sees a very difficult 
modern score; another, quite simple. Will 
he deduce from this that the babe whose 
task it is to play the difficult score will 
fail, and the babe with the easy score will 
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succeed? This would obviously be a 
groundless deduction. For the babe with 
the difficult score may turn out to be born 
in a family of musicians and to develop 
as a piano prodigy, whereas the babe with 
the easy score may have such a clumsy 
peasant body that any kind of piano play- 
ing is to him a relative impossibility. 

It is only inasmuch as “human nature” 
ean be considered as a constant factor in all 
men that the astrologer can determine 
whether or not a birth-chart (blue-print) 
has any good chance of being made con- 
crete as a perfected personality. But 
“human nature” is not really a constant, 
except in a very general sense and in refer- 
ence to a few basic cycles of development 
which determine some fundamental crises, 
psychological as well as_ physiological. 
Therefore astrological indications in and of 
themselves must necessarily be accurate 
only insofar as the generic or universal 
factors in human nature are concerned. 
Unless the environment and conditioning 
of the native, whose birth-chart is being 
studied, are known concretely. 

To put it differently: the astrologer con- 
sidering ‘the birth-chart of a totally un- 
known person can only say: “Whatever 
Jupiter represents in this particular case 
is in such pattern-relation to whatever 
Mars represents, and at a certain time this 
relation will be energized in this or that 
manner.” But he cannot say with any 
degree of certainty to what exact and con- 
crete occurrence the expansive Jupiterian 
quality and the impulsive Martian quality 
will refer. The blue-print of the architect 
may reveal here a column and there a 
roof—but, in this illustrative case, does not 
say of what material the column and the 
roofs are to be made. 

Yet if the roof is very high and the 
column very thin the builder can well de- 
duce that unless steel is available for the 
making of the column, the roof is bound to 
collapse. And even very general indica- 
tions as to the epoch and country in which 
the building is to be erected may be suffi- 
cient to determine whether such a collapse 
is probable or not—that is, whether steel 
will be available or not. And yet, this 
does not mean that the blue-prints are 
artistically good or bad. They are good 
or bad only in relation to the environment 
in which they should become actualized into 
concrete structures. The blue-prints or 
birth-chart do not tell what the environ- 
ment is or will be. The most it can do is 
to show the capacity of the native to adjust 
to environment; his general power of 
adaptability. 

Let us repeat again that the blue-print 
and birth-chart represent the individual 


factor of essential being. The individual be- 
ing of a particular structure resides in 
the architect’s plans. But the collective 
factor in that structure is represented by 
the building materials which the surround- 
ings in which the house is being built make 
available to the builder. Of course, these 
two elements, individual and collective, are 
interdependent in actual practice; but for 
the purpose of theoretical analysis and in 
order to get a sharper sense of what each 
of them mean, we have to separate them. 

Astrologicaly speaking, progressions and 
the like are dependent upon the birth- 
moment. They are the logical outcome of 
it. They are indeed contained within the 
birth-moment. But by focalizing one’s at- 
tention either upon the birth-chart as a 
self-sufficient entity or upon the complex 
series of progressions, directions and tran- 
sits, one gets two very different angles of 
approach to a personality. And this point 
can hardly be enough emphasized. 

This being thorougly understood, we can 
now proceed and discuss another approach 
to the birth-chart; one in which no elements 
save those contained in this birth-chart are 
considered, yet one which enables us to 
estimate the probable time of the life at 
which the most essential crises of individual 
growth will occur. Progressions, directions 
and transits give us values of time; but 
they do so by adding to the birth-chart 
factors which, though derived from the 
birth data, are new. On the other hand 
what we shall now study under the name 
“time-analysis of the birth-chart” does not 
introduce new factors (i.e., new positions 
of planets and cusps). Yet it operates in 
a manner similar to directions and gives 
probably the most definite and certain indi- 
cations concerning the basic cycles of devel- 
opment of man’s destiny. 

The best way to present this subject— 
which so far as we know has never been 
discussed in its true meaning by astrologi- 
cal text-books—is perhaps to return to the 
convenient illustration of the building of 
a house from architect’s blue-prints. Any 
architect looking at the blue-prints of a 
building about to be erected will know with- 
out a doubt that, if the building is actually 
to be built, the fundations will have to be 
dug first; that a certain class of working- 
men will have to be hired first, another 
later; that a certain type of material will 
have to be delivered on the grounds first, 
another later. If he knows the exact con- 
dition of the business world and of the 
country in general, he may be able even to 
give an approximate date as that of the 
completion of the building. 

All these things he will know merely by 
analyzing the “blue-prints” and studying 
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the requirements for the actualization of 
the structure, which he beholds in poten- 
tiality. He may not know them with ut- 
most exactness of course; for much will 
depend not only on the geographical en- 
vironment and the proximity or building 
materials, but also on the ability of the 
human agencies used (engineers, foremen, 
workers, etc.) and on the general social 
conditions which may affect seriously the 
building operations. But he will know 
enough to get a rather accurate. picture of 
the various stages of the building opera- 
tions and of the time each stage will last. 

This, in a most general way and provided 
one does not take the illustration too lit- 
erally, is what we mean by the “time- 
analysis of the birth-chart.” It is a study 
of the schedule of life-operations in their 
logical sequence; of those operations which 
will lead, if successful, to the perfect per- 
sonality. The birth-chart seen as a spatial 
fact represents an abstract pattern of or- 
ganization, the pattern of relationship of 
part to part and parts to whole. Con- 
sidered from the point of view of time 
(that is, of cyclic development), the birth- 
chart is a schedule of life-operations: a 
time-table, 

The time-table, or schedule of operations, 
is an abstract plan. But outer factors and 
the general condition of the environment 
can easily upset or modify this schedule. 
Busses do not run true to schedule if a 
storm washes away the roads or road- 
traffic is especially heavy. These factors 
of environment, astologically speaking, re- 
fer mainly to the transits. On the other 
hand, progressions give indications as to 
the fitness and moods of the bus-driver. 
The “time-analysis” which we shall now 
study gives the bus-schedule, the time at 
which the bus is theoretically expected to 
reach the main stations on its course. 

The procedure to be followed in the 
“time-analysis of the birth-chart” is a sim- 
ple one. Consider once more Mussolini’s 
chart. The Moon is placed on Gemini 9° 
20’; Jupiter, on Cancer 18° 33’. The dis- 
tance (or “arc’”’) between them is therefore 
39° 13’. Let us translate a one-degree arc 
into a year of the life-process. In this case 
the relationship Moon-Jupiter instead of 
being expressed by a 39° 13’ are (a spaital 
value) will be stated as a 39-year and less 
than 3-month relationship. What will be 
meant thereby is that the “rapport” be- 
tween Moon (referring to the relation to 
the public, to the past ancestry, the feel- 
ings, etc.) and Jupiter (referring to the 
point of emergence of the Self, to authority, 
power, etc.) which exists, potentially and 
archetypally in the birth-chart, will be 
actualized at a time of the life which we 


postulated as 39 years and three months 
after birth. The Fascists’ march on Rome, 
which gave Mussolini dictatorial power, 
occurred when Mussolini was 39 years and 
three months old. 

The birth-relationship Mars to Sun can 
be expressed likewise by saying whether 
that it is a 52° 53’ relation of arc, or a §2 
years and over 10 months relation of 
period. In terms of aspect the relationship 
is balanced between an 8 degree-plus semi- 
square and a 7 degree-minus sextile. Does 
it mean “fate is hanging in the balance” 
for Mussolini in June, 1936? Other indi- 
cations might corroborate the possibility of 
that month being one of expansion (Sun in 
ninth house) and of traveling involving 
aggressiveness and danger. But as Mars 
and Sun are the two so-called “rulers” of 
the chart there is a chance that the relation- 
ship may actualize itself as extreme in- 
crease of power; though it is undoubtedly 
a dangerous chance considering the fact 
that an eclipse fell on his Sun July 29, 
1935; a “transit” indication. At any rate 
it will mark a turning point in Mussolini’s 
destiny. 

The are between Saturn and Jupiter 
equals 41°. The age 41 was a very critical 
time for Mussolini, as the result of the 
Matteotti murder in which prominent 
Fascists were implicated. Yet he rode over 
the storm roused by the opposition; per- 
haps because Saturn was, at his birth, sex- 
tile Sun. So what might have been his 
doom fortified instead his position. 

Mussolini’s planets being placed in rela- 
tively close grouping, the result is that 
nearly all of them can be mutually related 
by this “time-analysis” method. This indi- 
cates that the whole of the nature will be 
drawn out into actual and positive opera- 
tion. Instead of calculating the are sepa- 
rating the planets one could calculate arcs 
separating a planet from an aspect of oppo- 
sition to another planet. The period so re 
vealed would show a linking of the two 
planets, not in terms of activity (conjunc 
tion aspect) as previously, but in terms of 
awareness (opposition aspect). In Mus- 
solini’s chart this could probably occur only 
between Neptune and Uranus, at the age of 
60. This would mark—if he reaches that 
age—a moment of great realization of the 
fundamental and spiritual significance of 
his mission and destiny—not in terms of 
something to be done, but of the meaning 
of something that has been done. 

Linking through squares, trines, sextiles 
may also be attempted. For instance Mus- 
solini’s Sun and Mercury are separated 
from a square to Moou (in Virgo 9° 20’) 
by 33° 18’ and 83° 47’. This brings out 
time-values of 33 years and 34 months, and 
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about 33 years and 10 months. He was 
seriously wounded in the war at the age of 
33 years and 6 months. In this case it is 
what might be called the “center of gravity” 
of the pair Sun-Mercury which is to be 
eonsidered. This often occurs in such a 
type of analysis; and as a general rule the 
point half-way between two planets (be- 
tween which no other planet intervenes) 
is to be considered as a “sensitive point”— 
somewhat like an astrological Part, but of 
course entirely different in its genesis. 

At this stage of our study, we must an- 
swer questions which the thoughtful stu- 
dent will presumably wish to ask. The first 
one may be, what is the difference between 
such a procedure and certain systems of 
directions, especially the so-called “Radix 
system,” in which the whole planetary pat- 
tern is moved regularly, and aspects are 
considered between the radical and the 
directed positions? 

Practically speaking, there is not a great 
difference; except that we do not believe in 
using the mean-motion of the Sun (59’ 8”) 
to correspond to a year of the life. We 
shall discuss presently the matter of “co- 
efficient of direction”—that is, why an arc 
of one degree should be equivalent to a 
year period or to longer duration. But the 
first thing to understand is that in our 
“time-analysis” method we consistently re- 
fuse to consider the element of actual plane- 
tary motion after birth. 

Directions ‘as well as progressions and 
transits are meaningless in their method of 
computation unless they be considered to be 
the concrete expression of the actual mo- 
tions of the earth after the moment of 
birth, On the other hand, our “time- 
analysis” has theoretically nothing to do 
with the motion of the earth or of any 
planet after birth. It has nothing to do 
with anything that occurs after birth. It 
considers the fact of birth as entirely self- 
sufficient and final. It does so because it is 
concerned essentially with an archetypal, 
abstract “schedule”—and not with the con- 
crete occurrences of the life of personality. 
As the time-table of destiny, it considers 
only ideal or average conditions. It deals 
purely and solely with the individual, that 
it, the archetpyal or “seed” element; as if 
the environment in which the building of 
personality is to occur had no influence 
upon this building-process. 

We wrote in a previous article that direc- 
tions deferred to the individual factor; but 
this is only true with regard to the individ- 
ual factor within the concrete personality. 
In the “time-analysis” we deal with the in- 
dividual factor before there even is a con- 
crete personality. Primary directions refer 
to the individual factor in the midst of the 


complex process of becoming. Our “time- 
analysis” method refers to individual being 
and only to its ideal development in terms 
of cyclic phases. It helps us to see the ideal 
schedule of destiny; but this is because we 
define destiny as the time-manifestation of 
what, spatially considered, is the individual 
selfhood. 

With directions, progressions and transits 
we are working within the complex flow of 
becoming, the “creative duration” of a 
Bergson; but the time-analysis gives indi- 
cations which have meaning only in terms 
of what Bergson calls “mathematical time” 
—time understood as an abstraction, as a 
mere schedule of operations; and, here is 
the important point, a schedule which can 
be retarded or accelerated without altering 
the fundamental validity of the indications 
it gives. If all the trains in the United 
States ran twice faster, all train schedules 
could work just as well without being 
changed. Likewise if, instead of saying 
that one degree of are between two planets 
refers to one year, we would say that two 
degrees equal one year—still, our “time- 
analysis method would be just as logical; 
even if it proved to work less well insofar 
as present-day human personalities are 
concerned. But if you were to say that 48 
hours, in solar progressions, correspond to 
one year of the life—that would not be logi- 
eal; because progressions are based on 
actual values of planetary motion, and one 
cannot make the earth rotate and revolve 
faster or slower at will. 

In a book on “Symbolical Directions” 
Carter, discussing the Radix system, states 
that the coefficient of “one degree for a 
year” gives in practice just as valid or more 
valid results than the coefficient “5’ 8” for 
a year”; and he adds that larger coeffi- 
cients such as “24 degrees for a year” have 
proven also very fruitful. The latter co- 
efficient is produced by subdividing a 
twelfth part of the zodiac (30°) again into 
twelve parts. All such coefficients refer to 
what the author terms “symbolical direc- 
tions.” But the use of the term “symbol- 
ical” is most confusing; because, as we 
often stated, all progressions and directions 
are symbolical, even if they are related to 
actual planetary motions. The correspond- 
ence of a cycle of axial rotation (day) to a 
cycle of orbital revolution (year) is indeed 
a symbolical thing; for in such a use of the 
term “correspondence,” to say that A cor- 
responds to B is exactly the same as saying 
that A is a symbol for B or vica versa. 

Something else however is involved in the 
problem of whether in the “time-analysis” 
method one should use the correspondence 
“one degree for a year” or, say, “2% de- 
grees for a year.” And this is the speed at 
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which human nature operates at present. 

We spoke at the beginning of this article 
of “human nature” as a relatively constant 
factor. We said that it is only because 
“human nature” universally considered has 
characteristics universally valid that the 
astrologer can assume that a conjunction 
of two planets in a chart can mean some- 
thing more or less determinable in all in- 
dividual cases. We said that “human 
nature” however is only a constant factor 
in a very general sense and in “reference 
to a few basic cycles of development which 
determine some fundamental crises, psycho- 
logical as well: as physiological.” 

It is with such basic cycles that our 
“time-analysis” deals. The value of these 
cycles in an indivdual destiny is given by 
the distance between two planets; but this 
value depends as well upon the normal 
speed of living of “human nature.” This 
fact is that which gives to the coefficient of 
conversion of arcs (space-values) into 
years (time-values) a value generally true 
for all human beings living today. Thus 
we believe that the coefficient “one degree 
for a year” is true because it corresponds 
to and adequately measures the speed at 
which the schedule of human destiny oper- 
ates. This is the speed of the life-process 
for “human nature” as at present consti- 
tuted. 

From the above it should become clearer 
to the student that the “time-analysis” 
method deals with that which, whether in 
an individual man or in Man generally con- 
sidered, represents the archetypal or ideal 
truth of the matter. So to analyze a birth- 
chart is to uncover the significance of the 
manner in which an individual passes suc- 
cessively through a number of important 
steps which either make or destroy him as 
a concrete personality. The method of such 
analysis is that which reveals a structure 
of development: a structure which “was in 
the beginning,” which is inheritent in the 
individual selfhood of the native and which 
neither heredity nor environment (progres- 
sions or transits) can ever fully obliterate, 
even though they may modify it. 

We believe that this “time-analysis” is 
more essential and truer than primary 
directions, because the really individual fac- 
tor does not evolve. Being is at least rela- 
tively changeless. Only in becoming there 
is change. Directions show the individual 
factor as will unfolding within the flow of 
becoming. But the “time-analysis” reveals 
the ideal schedule of operation of the in- 
dividual factor as archetypal destiny. As- 
trologers are fond of saying: Character is 
destiny. But it is true in a much more 
complete sense than is often thought—if by 
“character” is meant: individual selfhood 


in operation. Selfhood and archetypal des- 


tiny are one. 


The “Building of the Temple” and the 
Point of Self 


Before we dismiss the subject of “time- 
analysis,” it seems well for us to mention 
briefly, in the light of the foregoing, a mat- 
ter which we studied already in “American 
Astrology” (August, 1984). We refer now 
to what we called the “Point of Self” and 
its three cycles, of 28-years each. We may 
be allowed to quote from the above-men- 
tioned article: “In the birth-chart ... we 
have the blue-print of the temple of man’s 
individual selfhood. Neither a temple nor 
a perfect vehicle for a fully developed self- 
hood can be built in one day. We may how- 
ever use Biblical symbolism and say: De- 
stroy this temple and I shall raise it again 
in three days. Only the three “days” 
spoken of by Jesus in parable are not to be 
taken literally as cycles of rotation of the 
planet Earth around its axis, but as cycles 
of revolution of man’s individual Self 
around its spiritual axis—the Pole Star in 
every human Destiny. 

“These cycles of revolution of the Self 
last each 28 years. It follows that man is 
not a completed individual self until he 
reaches (theoretically at least) the end of 
three 28-year cycles, that is, 84 years—a 
complete cycle of Uranus. ... The ‘temple’ 
may never be completed; but whether ful- 
filled or not, the curve of unfolding ... the 
time-schedule of operation, is there as a 
potentiality. The space structure (the 
‘temple’ of the Self) is to be completed 
within a certain span of time, and the build- 
ing operations are to proceed in a definite 
order: the foundation, the first story and 
the second story including the great Dome 
covering all. Thus three periods: from 
physical birth to the age of 28; then from 
what ought to be the psycho-mental birth 
(at 28) to 56; finally, from a potential third 
or spiritual birth to the end (at 84). 

“This corresponds to the age-old tradi- 
tion that the nature of man is three-fold: 
body, soul and spirit. .. : During the first 
28 years, man perfects (theoretically, al- 
ways) his physical physiological organism, 
or better, his vace-self. He fulfills his an- 
cestry and the past of his family and race. 
Then he emerges as a new-born individual 
self. ... Finally, if the structure of this 
individual selfhood is at all completed, he 
reaches at 56 the point where the universal 
Spirit is born within him—the third or 
spiritual birth.” 

These 28-year cycles are archetypally 
true insofar as human beings, as at present 
constituted, are concerned. By relating 
them to the series of the twelve houses or 
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“mansions of the Self,’’ one can see further 
that each cycle can be subdivided into four 
periods (the four quadrants of the “dial of 
houses”) which in turn present three 
phases: action, reaction and interaction. 
This is true theoretically of every human 
being and refers thus to “human nature” 
as a universal or archetypal fact. 

On the basis of such a grasp of the arche- 
typal rhythm of cyclic unfolding of man’s 
individual selfhood one can then build an 
analysis of a particular human being, as 
revealed by his particular birth-chart. In 
order to do so all that is necessary is to 
move along the path of the “dial of houses” 
(in counter-clockwise motion), as if one 
were the hand of the clock. As one does so, 
one will encounter planets and cusps, and 
such encounters will indicate important 
crises, turning points or gatherings of 
forces in the native’s life. 

This imaginary “hand” of the birth-chart 
clock begins at the Ascendant, reaches the 
Nadir point at the age of 7, the Descendant 
at the age of 14, the Mid-Heaven at the age 
of 21 and the Ascendant again at the age 
of 28. Then the second cycle begins and is 
examined in the same way. We named that 
moving “hand,” the Point of Self. We ex- 
plained further that as there are four basic 
functions of selfhood, respectively sym- 
bolized by the four angles of the chart, so 
one can proceed in the same manner by 
starting from each of these four angles. 
In other words, the birth-chart clock can be 
said to have at least two “hands” (as As- 
cendant and Descendant, Mid-Heaven and 
Nadir, are always opposite points). One 
“hand” is constituted by the Horizon at 
birth; the other by the Meridian. Thus two 
points of view of analysis, two complemen- 
tary approaches to a study of the 28-year 
cycles. These two approaches are both 
necessary because man is essentially a dual 
being; and this inherent dualism of human 
nature is adequately symbolized by the 
dualism of horizon and meridian, horizontal 
and vertical. 

Such a method is also a “time-analysis” 
of the birth-chart; but it differs from the 
one studied in the first part of this article 
in that it deals with normally closed cycles 
instead of with periods which the normal 
Span of human life does not encompass. In 
the first method of “time-analysis” one de- 
gree corresponds to a year; thus the whole 
cycle of planetary relationship is not com- 
pleted until the native reaches the mature 
age of 360. In other words, it takes man as 
an individual self, 360 years to fulfill all 
the archetypal potentialities contained in 
his birth-chart—provided of course that he 
is successful in meeting all the confronta- 
tions brought about by life. 


This fact is of course a bit discouraging 
for the normal human being who does not 
expect to find admission into the hallowed 
circle of the Patriarchs. A similar conclu- 
sion is however to be reached by consider- 
ing solar progressions or directions (which 
are cycles of rotation of the Mid-Heaven, 
or Ascendant). In the first case, the pro- 
gressed Sun takes 365% years to return to 
its birth-position; and in the second, it takes 
360 years for the Mid-Heaven to complete 
its circuit. But in progressions and direc- 
tions no possibility of complete fulfillment 
is really shown, because while Sun and 
meridian conclude their respective cycles 
the planets keep moving and never return 
to their birth-positions. 

This fact helps us to grasp the essential 
difference between on one hand our method 
of “time-analysis,” and on the other pro- 
gressions, directions and even more transits. 
The former deal with the individual being 
as an individual, that is, as a closed struc- 
ture of being, as a well defined formula of 
organic relationship. It takes a certain 
time to work out this formula so that all its 
implications are brought out and fulfilled. 
But the time-element is well-defined and 
finite—even if no human personality can 
encompass it in one normal life, at present. 

Progressions, directions and transits, on 
the other hand, do not deal with the individ- 
ual being as an individual, but only as a 
part of a vast life-process the unit of which 
is mankind (or the planet Earth)—a unit 
which, as far as particular men are con- 
cerned, is incommensurable and not to be 
defined. In terms of such a unit, there can 
be for man—as we know man—no fulfill- 
ment. There is a beginning—the birth- 
moment—but no end. Death is only an in- 
cident, a mere crisis in the development of 
personality; a crisis which it is even very 
difficult to discover by the study of progres- 
sions, directions or transits. More than 
this, in some ways post mortem progressions 
often work well; for instance, the death of 
parents may often be discovered from the 
progressions even if the native has dicd 
previously. 

In other words, personality goes on, at 
least as long as it is remembered by living 
descendants or friends or students. It goes 
on because it is not a separate fact. It is 
a part of the planetary Whole, and its over- 
tones may be ringing on long after the 
foundation of flesh—the body—is disinteg- 
rated. Theoretically, they are never lost 
as long as the planetary Whole remains in 
manifestation. 

But when we deal with the purely indi- 
vidual being, we are considering a relatively 
unique and self-contained entity, a par-

S. FAR we have looked at some simple 
facts that really “work” in the building of 
more actually experienced happiness in rea- 
sonable love by means of an astrological 
technique, and at a brief history of modern 
university science in its growing recognition 
of factual astrology. Indeed, so rapidly 
grows this recognition, it is difficult to keep 
pace with the ever-widening circle of facts. 
Yet do this, the cosmic conscious worker for 
and with human life must—especially in the 
marital field where his (her) skill is insep- 
arable from the ability to JUDICIOUSLY

For example, since my last chapter, more 
exact earthquake predictions by means of 
a factual astrological technique devised 
by Reuben Greenspan, is causing many of 
even the most conservative seismologists to 
rub their eyes at this “newer dawn of 
science.” More exact weather predictions 
by means of a factual astrological technique 
formulated by Selby Maxwell, inventor of 
the magnetometer—a large cobalt steel 
magnet which, even though a “heartless” 
piece of steel “beats like a heart” in direct 
response to cosmic (astrological) aspects, 
as may be observed through a sighting tele- 
scope that catches a beam of light—has 
resulted in his appointment to Professor of 
Astronomical Meteorology at Northwestern 
University. 

What does this sort of thing have to do

We have already examined the proposi- 
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tion that: Cosmic influences—especially 
solar, lunar and planetary influences, i.e. 
our SOLAR SYSTEMIC INFLUENCES

heredity and environment. Why am I in- 
troducing the usage of the words “heredi- 
tary” and “environmental” to include in 
addition to usual definitions, the meanings 
of respectively, BIRTH and pre-natal cos- 
mic influences ... and CURRENT or post- 
birth cosmic influences? To throw scienti- 
fic emphasis upon THE ACTUALITY OF 
SUCH INFLUENCES AND THE FACT 
THAT THEIR PHENOMENA MAY BE 
TRACED TO THE SATISFACTION OF 
SHARP-WITTED MATERIALISTS AS 
WELL AS VITALISTS. 

What do we mean: Hereditary Neptune 
Dominant? Briefly, that Neptunian influ- 
ences—we know not yet whether they are 
“eosmic rays” or “gratuitational forces” 
from Neptune—predominate relatively in a 
birth chart. Pioneering laboratory experi- 
ments go on right now to actually measure 
by means of instruments cosmic influences 
impinging at any point in time and space 
on our planet. BUT NO MAN OR WOM- 
AN CAN LIVE BY CERTAINTY ALONE. 
EVEN THE MOST COLD-BLOODED 
LABORATORY WORKER HAS WIT 
ENOUGH TO MIX TODAY’S CER- 
TAINTY WITH NOT BLIND BUT 
SHARP WISE HOPEFUL COURAGEOUS 
FAITH IN QUESTING MORE CER- 
TAINTY AND PASSING IT ON BY 
LIVING WHAT IS FOUND OUT. FROM 
SUCH, MORE ABUNDANT LIFE 
FLOWS. Thus, whoever would wait for 
the exactitudes of ultra mathematical per- 
fection in life, will have a LONG GRIM 
WAIT! To live is to LIVE certainty AND 
faith! 

I do not hope to ever state final conditions 
of knowledge in anything. The material 
herein, especially the conclusive technical- 
ities, is based simply upon a growing mari- 
tal astrological experience. Here and there 
it may seem to depart from prior astrologi- 
cal knowledge, but in most instances I be- 
lieve more careful consideration will show 
that if any originality at all be displayed it 
will be but in extension of principles. Fur- 
ther proof or revision must rest with those 
who test them in living reality. 


AVERAGE AND STRAINED LOVE 
NATURES 


The hereditary solar sign conditions the 
AVERAGE love nature of the personality, 
and a quick accurate reading of the radix 
as to such may be obtained by a synthesis 
of all other solar systemic influences in re- 
lation to the SUN. But under stress of 
circumstance the love nature is modified in 


reaction. Theories as to how and why, I 
must leave for some future time. THE 
HEREDITARY ASCENDING SIGN CON- 
DITIONS THE STRAINED LOVE NA- 
TURE OF THE PERSONALITY, and a 
quick accurate reading of the radix as to 
LOVE NATURE UNDER STRAIN may 
be obtained by a synthesis of all other solar 
systemic influences in relation to the as- 
cending sign, which for the present we 
assume to have no solar systemic bodies 
therein. 

RULE: Each individual love nature has 
“inconsistencies.” In peace, quiet, harmony 
the love nature reacts quite differently from 
when facing strife, struggle, threatened dis- 
ruption. EXCEPTION: If the hereditary 
solar sign and ascending sign be the same, 
the love nature is more “consistent.” CON- 
CLUSION: The hereditary solar sign and 
ascending sign are the two most important 
zodiacal segments in the radix so far as 
love nature is concerned. 

Now, naturally harmonious love natures 
tend to take care of themselves, which is 
why it is of the utmost importance in mari- 
tal astrology to stress the need for “con- 
genial mating.” Comparisons by sign 
alone, however, are futile. “Water and 
Earth” do NOT necessarily make MUD in 
marital experience. ALL influences must 
be synthesized. Yes, in addition the in- 
dividual does well to consider physiological, 
educational and other factors especially 
health in relation to sexuality and how 
far along the respective personalities have 
developed THEMSELVES. Marriages are 
NOT made in Heaven, and hence this real- 
ism: Blessed are those who expect growing 
perfection in happiness by mutually encour- 
aging and rewarding the best in each other. 
HOWEVER, AS EVERYBODY KNOWS 
OR SHOULD KNOW, ASTROLOGICAL 
COMPARISON OF MUTUAL BIRTH 
CHARTS IS SO FAR ONE OF THE SUR- 
EST INDICES WE HAVE AS TO BASIC 
MUTUAL CONGENIALITY. 

A high mutual congeniality quotient 
weathers many a disruptive influence of 
either heredity or environment. Here, we 
are concerned mostly with disruptive heredi- 
tary influences, or rather the misconcep- 
tions of such influences that result in dis- 
ruption. IS THE HEREDITARY NEP- 
TUNE RELATIVELY OF THE ASCEND- 
ING ZODIACAL DEGREES? MIF SO, 
THE PERSONALITY HAS AN HEREDI- 
TARY NEPTUNE DOMINANT. Under 
strain, it is certain to crop out, and such 
strain may be “caused” by the mate or 
even such a thing as losing employment 
or a distant cosmic influence! 

Schopenhauer said: “This is the worst 
conceivable of lives.” The solitude of the 
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human soul is indeed vast until it awakens 
and rouses love and understanding. The 
esoteric astrologer can, I feel, easily enough 
fit the conditioning of the ascendant into 
the Karmic theme of prior sign experience. 


NEPTUNIAN PREDISPOSITIONS 


The hereditary Neptune dominant per- 
sonality has all the potentialities of the ter- 
rible emotional illness called neurasthenia, 
which in one form or another afflicts (some 
authorities estimate) “about half of all peo- 
ple in high-pressure civilizations today, 
consciously or unconsciously.” Okay, Nep- 
tune moves so slowly zodiacally that its 
modification by SIGN ALONE is relatively 
negligible in the hereditary chart. But in 
the sum total of daily births, theoretically 
half have Neptune “rising” in diurnal mo- 
tion nadir toward midheaven, about a 
fourth have Neptune within 45° of the 
ascendant degree, and here is the essential: 
ABOUT ONE IN TWELVE HAVE NEP- 
TUNE EITHER ON OR WITHIN 15° 
OF THE ASCENDANT DEGREE, AND 
‘SUCH LATTER INFLUENCE IS AB- 
SOLUTELY NEUROTIC REGARDLESS 
OF SIGN. 

Now, neurathenia is a relative medical 
term descriptive of a wide range of emo- 
tional illnesses, often called “nerves” or 
“nervous instability.” Physical abnormali- 
ties may or may not be present, usually not. 
The emotional life usually feels torn, fu- 
tile, hopeless or at the other extreme rab- 
idly cynical, despising, indifferent. Be- 
tween the two, the typical predisposition 
characteristic of hereditary Neptune domi- 
nancy is at root hyper-sensitiveness being 
capricious, whimsical, intellectualistically 
intellectualizing all things into nothings. If 
it be relatively on the ascendant it may 
“make” or “break” the personality. Its 
modification is technically conditioned by 
any aspects in relation to such Neptune. 

Like general medical practice or psy- 
chological practice, astrology is an “art” 
growing into a “science” of judiciousiy es- 
sentializing from the synthesis of relevant 
factors, in accord with rules based upon 
observation and experience. What has this 
to do with love? THERE IS MUCH MORE 
TO LOVE THAN MERELY FALLING 
INTO IT! Under stress, and few are 
exempt from stress sometime in their lives, 
the personality here considered is in a flash 
conditioned by such Neptunian influence— 
its function being apparently actual ex- 
perience in what is least known. 


TYPICAL SYMPTOMS 


Assuming for convenience merely that 
“normal” human beings have a “body” and 
“emotions” and a “mind”, the hereditary 


Neptune dominant is a bit schizophrenic 
(self-divided). Desire to gratify a need— 
which IS the impelling force of every 
“normal” human being—gets best results 
when the “body” and “emotions” and 
“mind” are integrated, that is, all func- 
tioning “naturally” in co-ordinated unity of 
PURPOSE. Such is health in every sense 
of the word. It hews to purposive action 
automatically, enjoys the recreation of 
harmless pleasures to refresh itself, knows 
what it wants—and goes and gets it. It 
inspires others to do likewise and the fruits 
are reaped and shared in ever widening 
circles. 

Gratification results, the initial position 
in life becomes more secure, the nature ex- 
pands to help still others get what they 
want. The ability to aid others further 
contributes to well-being, since it is a biol- 
ogical as well as a religious fact that to be 
able to help others without destroying one- 
self is “good for the soul”—and deep within 
all healthy human beings is the craving to 
feel the joy of human service and accom- 
plishment, and so on. Mark that such has 
started out from purposive desire going into 
action. 

Simple as such is, somewhere along the 
line in the above cycle of the cosmic ring- 
a-round Rosie of life, the hereditary Nep- 
tune dominant goes haywire. He (she)— 
WHY DOES NOT SOME INTELLIGENT 
LEXICOGRAPHER INVENT A WORD 
REFERRING SPECIFICALLY TO BOTH 
MEN AND WOMEN, SO THAT TODAY’S 
CHAOS OF SEX ANTAGONISMS 
WHICH LITERALLY FEED ON ON UN- 
CONSCIOUS SUGGESTION AND 
THEREBY FEEL IMPELLED TO GEN- 
ERALIZE EASILY BUT STUPIDLY 
ABOUT ALL MEN OR ALL WOMEN 
WOULD AUTOMATICALLY VANISH? 
—is too much internally divided, just like 
this sentence. Is the meaning becoming 
clearer? 

His “body” through some faculty of 
“physical craving” may be unified toward 
what’s wanted, say, purpose X. Similarly, 
his “emotions” through some faculty of 
“belief” may be unified toward identical 
purpose X. Likewise, his “mind” through 
some faculty of “judgment” may be uni- 
fied toward identical purpose X. BUT AT 
THE CRITICAL MOMENT OF PUR- 
POSIVE INTEGRATED ACTION, THE 
WILL HESITATES IN SHEER PER- 
VERSITY ... 2? PALTERS ... 
WOULD TRY SOMETHING ELSE... 
IN HYPERSENSITIVITY OF INTUI- 
TIVE FLASHES, VAST URGES RISE 
UP FROM THE INFINITELY SUS- 
TAINED WELL-SPRINGS OF BEING 
AND BECOME DISSIPATED IN 
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FLOUNDERINGS OF TRIFLES ALL 
OFF THE TRACK ...OR ELSE WE 
HAVE A COMPARTMENTALIZED 
ZEALOT CLUTCHING HIS ALLEGED 
PERFECT TRUTHS LIKE A MADMAN. 

The supreme lesson to be learned by 
those with an hereditary Neptune domi- 
nancy is: The easy simple power of quietly 
functioning will in action. For such, the 
less of ponderous philosophies the better. 
If stress be fierce, usually through the con- 
tradictions of childhood miseducation, the 
therapy is not one of words alone nor of 
nostrums alone, but rather of—until they 
get their bearings—wholesome rest, peace- 
ful change in less competitive environ- 
ments, deliberate association with folks who 
take a quietly hopeful and constructively 
encouraging attitude toward all that is 
luscious in life. 

Thus, by experience—and it is one of the 
best teachers—the trick may be learned of 
less differentiation between MULTITUDI- 
NOUS DESIRE and PURPOSIVE AC- 
TION. Neptune’s influence is primarily 
one of rebellion, revolt, agitation against 
things as they are. Of course there are 
circumstances when things have become so 
“impossible” that they MUST be changed 
for the better—and naturally it takes men 
and women in action to effect changes—and 
vast masses of men and women of one will 
to effect vast changes. But before one may 
direct others for the better, self-direction 
for the better in the face of obstacles is 
desirable. 


MARITAL COMPLICATIONS 


The typical hereditary Neptune dominant 
has difficulty in realizing that the human 
desire for reasonable love, the essentials 
of life and of congeniality is NOT evil. 
Sure, we have vast philosophies befuddling 
the issue, and to the effect that all desire 
except for some Nirvanic state of nothing 
is baloney. Sure, on the other hand we 
have rapaciously scheming philosophies to 
gratify desire whatever the cost—but such 
“works” neither, since to the degree per- 
sisted in evolution is reversed and society 
is “cancerized” with growing “criminal” 
populations, 

The common difficulty with the heredi- 
tary Neptune dominant is he or she feels 
the alleged “struggle for existence” so 
keenly that same becomes a struggle within 
either selfhood or the love life. Yearning 
deeply for the perfectionisms of the in- 
finite and smitten with ideas to the effect 
“if OTHERS were only different”—instead 
of purposively facing changing realities of 
everyday” life, in high and somewhat 
reckless courage it would be “oneself,” say- 
ing anything and everything relatively that 


comes to the mind—hopeful that same will 
be rewarded. 

Subconsciously courageous, despite the 
fact that “rewards” flow not so simply, its 
alternative extremism may be one of in- 
tense cynicism toward the prior rational- 
ization, until the pendula of extremisms 
achieve better understanding. Meanwhile, 
there appears the barb of the heckler and 
iconoclast too outspoken about things that 
do not matter in love as well as out—but 
the fighter who “loves” to fight, the func- 
tion of Mars when its pulsations are suffi- 
ciently sifted to vigilance, is missing. The 
imagination knows suffering all too in- 
tensely and really “hates” to hurt others. 

If efforts to adjust to life be too formida- 
ble, the “spirit” may alternate twixt the 
“body” and visitations toward more and 
more what’s-the-use-of-anything indiffer- 
ence. We find many such in the trail of 
“lost causes” trying to escape from reality 
in a whiskey bottle, rousing now and then 
to utter words of flashes of intuition, among 
men especially ... “with a face most hair, 
and the dreary stare of a dog whose day is 
done.” EVERY INDIVIDUAL LIFE IS 
EITHER UPHILL OR DOWNHILL, AND 
THERE IS NO KNOWN SUBSTITUTE 
FOR INTEGRATIVE FORESIGHTED 
WILL. To deny the power of initial self- 
dependance and to entrust BLINDLY to 
external forces is dangerous. 


MARITAL PROPOSALS 


Until orthodox science may mathematize 
the subject whereupon only the most cold 
would care to follow it to the frozen oceans 
of intellectualism, it is essential that one 
be in love with someone or something—and 
that love be returned. Hereditary Nep- 
tune dominant women, and to a slightly 
lesser extent men, often get into difficulties 
on this simple point. Underneath is of 
course the unconscious adoration of blind 
intellectualism or blind emotionalism. Bal- 
ance, the “blessed course of the middle way” 
is asleep . .. pending awakening. 

Actual case: A woman age 32, history 
“nervous” breakdown in childhood .. . “my 
first recollection of life was when I could 
have been not more than four years old, 
likely three . These words are just 
trifles, I know, and it may sound funny, 
I suppose, and I myself often laugh at the 
promises of life when we are young... 
A little boy was brought in by a neighbor, 
and I know that I fell in love with him as 
he with me possibly ... It is funny to 


know not what to believe in, and perhaps 
it does not matter... 

The etiology is one of throughout con- 
scious life a craving to love and be loved 
“sincerely.” There are factors alleged about 


” 
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beauty, university degree, some commercial 
success, yet:“. . . when it comes to love, 
I mean the right kind of men who don’t 
just give you a smile because some wife 
or sweetheart has the jitters, they are not 
really interested . . . One man when I 
asked him myself why in a bit of friendly 
calm outwardly, I was really angry under- 
neath ... He said at first he thought 
a lot of me regarding marriage, but he 
later felt I was too changeable and was 
not really interested .. .” 

At the time of contact, the psycho-an- 
alytic wave whereby some psychologists 
thought it a panacea and were ambitious 
of out-Freuding Freud, she was in a tur- 
moil “. . . between this talk about re- 
pressions and what I honestly believe in, 
due of course to my religious convictions, 
I suppose ... I tell you my knees have 
known prayer and my heart... Is our 
God deaf? I think we live in hope end- 
ing in despair, but I can believe in even a 
friendly lie that will jest me into existence 
until I get stronger ... How is it that 
people like me get out of messes like 
this? ...” She is further disturbed by: 
“ |. . nerves, I lie awake nights, my mind 
lying to myself ... ” and is frightened by 
a word “, . . I am supposed to be an in- 
somniac ...” Neurasthenia in a typical 
commonplace of bedivilty! 

To judge by what “worked” the confu- 
sion about “repressions” and alleged “re- 
ligion” and “nerves” and so on were but 
symptoms of the basic trouble, simply 
LACK OF UNDERSTANDING CON- 
CERNING... 


PURPOSIVE WILL 

Only a few points should be necessary to 
repeat here. The birth hour plus or minus 
approximately four hours or two signs of 
ascendancy at the relative “most”, ap- 
proximations: Hereditary Sun 15° and 
Mars 10° in Sagittarius, Neptune 21° 
Gemini. Now, if the nature of Neptunian 
influences be understood by the reader—and 
astoundingly exact details about its heredi- 
tary influences are contained (to mention 
a few) in the modern textual material by 
Adams, Jones, Clancy, Zain of the Church 
of Light, Champion, George, Hall and 
Wynn—there are circumstances where the 
chart may be safely cast with Neptune 
relatively on the ascendant. 

The meticulous presentation of the prob- 
lem letter typical of the hereditary Neptune 
dominant too lengthy for complete presen- 
tation here, the fine shades of perception, 
the dualistic self-debates of Neptune in 
Gemini, the allusions to phases of knowl- 
edge in places too difficult to coherently 
follow, the bizarre masquerade approach to 





the final conclusion in essence: she wants 
a lover, the wholly “natural” flowing of ex- 
pression, the sleeplessness, the early awak- 
ening of love cravings—all these things are 
typical of Neptune relatively on the as- 
cendant. A rectification by means of su- 
perimposing a series of environmental solar 
systemic positions, which we will have to go 
into in some other work of possible cor- 
relative nature between “progressions” and 
“current” superimpositions, indicated the 
ascendant cusping Cancer. 

What’s the answer? Note: With heredi- 
tary Sun and Mars in Sagittarius, at first 
glance here’s a being in average love na- 
ture outspoken and jealously fiercely pos- 
sessive — INCIDENTALLY, REASONA- 
BLE JEALOUSY IS A GOOD THING 
FOR “EVERYDAY” MARRIAGE—and 
too-quickly over-darting of arrows concern- 
ing the suspicions such as may blow in and 
out of everybody’s belfry. Add the flat- 
footed specific points priorly mentioned in- 
cidental to the strained love nature Nep- 
tune. She has NOT asked for either 
indications, horoscopic delineation or moral- 
izing. She HAS asked for: “Why do I 
find it so difficult to arouse affection in 
those I love?” 


WHAT WORKED 


Of course, astrology gives us the key to 
it. Here are excerpts: “In your particular 
situation, your nature has been sincere to 
just about everything else but yourself. 
You owe it to yourself to recognize what 
you mostly want and to clarify the image 
in your own mind ,.. and to do those 
things which ‘will reasonably cause others 
to believe in your sincerity. Have you been 
too inconsistent in your behaviour toward 
those you love? Have you been over-ex- 
pressing too many contradictions (in the 
eyes of others) that come to your mind? 
Do you realize that such “contradictions” 
are pulsations from Neptune, that reason- 
able as they may seem to some part of you 
... it is simply that they are “ideas” out 
of place and out of time to get what YOU 
want? That your “consciousness” is like 
a super-sensitive radio with potentialities 
of responding to many distant influences, 
and that ONLY BY THE SIMPLE SE- 
LECTION OF YOUR WILL IN CON- 
TROLLED ACTION can you tune-in or 
off that which is musical harmony to the 
ear of emotions... 

“In your particular situation, waste no 
time bothering about the philosophy of it. 
The world already has more ponderous phil- 
osophies than it knows how to wisely fol- 
low and use... LOOK FOR, WATCH FOR, 
BE ON THE ALERT FOR—WHAT IS 
RIGHT ABOUT ANY PERSON YOU 
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LOVE. Encourage it into daily reality 
in your own own mutual life by rewarding 
it to the best of your ability with ex- 
pressed action, appreciation, kindness, arti- 
culation . . . Get into the habit of looking 
for what you ADMIRE in your beloved; it 
will become more ‘natural’ with practice— 
and your own intuitive skepticism is more 
than ample to protect you. Whatever your 
experiences in commercial life up to this 
time, do not make the error of carrying 
the ‘struggle’ you tell about into your love 
life . .. The things to be ‘given unto 
Caesar’ are being slowly changed... 

“On the other hand, happiness in love 
is not so simple a matter as merely giving 
oneself; the selfhood of a present state 
may be too blindly naive—witness the un- 
married mothers and infective venerealities 
of unwise loving! . . Conserve your in- 
tellectualisms until digested and assimilated 
ready for correlated expression... Don’t 
feel discouraged, please. Discouragement 
is but the sign of a mind which must 
change its habits... You will feel better 
as you. get into action. Why? Because 
within you are forces of reasonable desire 
demanding gratification ... Consider that 
which is RIGHT about yourself and your 
beloved. ENCOURAGE it. In your own 
nature, you will find that reading this 
over and over again will empower you with 
energy and break through your interior dec- 
orations of intellectualisms that go around 
in circles to no place...” 

The remainder closed on a note of typi- 
cal times in the immediate future when 
new opportunities could be expected. Four 
months later: She awakens to the feeling 
that she is in love witha “... boy I have 
known for years, but never felt this way 
about it before.” She wants judgment as 
to the mutual congeniality quotient. An- 
other interim of months and there is a 
lover’s quarrel concerning “... that after- 
noon I forgot myself and acted too sel- 
fishly . .. He said nothing but looked 
shocked and hurt. It was not really me 
as I want to be, and I see now what we 
are, we are becoming... and I would not go 
back to my old way for anything no matter 
what happens...” The soul grows on- 
ward and upward. And then just about 
when my work is ready to file the “case” 
in “RESULTS NEGATIVE,” a _ formal 
wedding invitation is received. In one 
corner is the cryptic message: “Hello”— 
and just a girl’s name. 

Neurasthenia is not something that can 
be conquered by easy slogans of inspiration- 
alism. Its vagaries are terrific with yearn- 
ings. The yearnings ALONE are not 
enough. On the other hand, “Love is not 
just a matter of biology,” as the Russian 


government has recently found out, where- 
fore its official policy toward family life 
has been changed. By far the bulk of in- 
law marital problems today—the mother or 
father complexes whereby sons and daugh- 
ters would be selfish toward parents or the 
parents would be selfish toward sons and 
daughters—arise from the contradictions of 
the hereditary Neptune dominant in some 
individual concerned blind to the simple 
realism that no “nest” lasts forever. So- 
cial insecurity is also one of the factors in 
such in-law problems, in some cases. 


SUMMARY 


We have traced some of the more self- 
evident phases of the hereditary Neptune 
dominant. Its growth recognizes that what 
we do NOT agree upon is seldom of any 
importance in love life at least, and leaves 
such things to debaters. In the intimacy 
of love, it is resourceful in finding points of 
mutual agreement, mutual interest, and mu- 
tual want. Some persons do this almost 
unconsciously, but never the hereditary 
Neptune dominant unless wise childhood 
training has been at work. This cosmic 
influence is one of the most significant fac- 
tors in neurasthenia today, and it afflicts al- 
most as many females as males. There 
are not enough psychiatrists or physicians 
in the world to relieve all of such cases 
by personal contact. With a little study of 
applied factual astrology, always bearing 
in mind to in ACTION essentialize and 
simplify, most neurasthenics will find self- 
cure. 

The environmental, i.e., current position 
of Neptune, gets in its “broadcasting” 
through “intuition.” Sensitiveness is a 
wonderful human power. Its dangers arise 
when one is not aware of the “click” and 
so is blind to differentiation. Technically, 
the word “dominant” is used relatively. 
Any hereditary Neptune any where in the 
radix, not necessarily relatively on the as- 
cendant, may be impulsed by an environ- 
mental Neptune through aspects environ- 
mental and hereditary, but the influence is 
weaker. In this latter category, environ- 
mental Neptunian transits of any heredi- 
tary factor (sign or body) are the most 
significant. 

Our internationally collective environ- 
mental Neptune is now in Virgo. Through 
the interpenetrations and interdependencies 
of all things on our planet, it will be a 
mighty influence in world affairs for years. 
Stimulating all things analytical it will 
mean, under present conditions of human- 
ity at large, more millions of neurasthenics 
ascribing difficulties to the most superficial 
and the most remote causes. We may ex-

7. sun has made of us Children of 
Light, we know that existence is dependent 
upon its rays; then naturally we turned to 
this Light for some explanation of its power 
and a hope to discover the Source. 

White knowledge has become a symbol for 
us, since we have progressed to an under- 
standing of beauty in color, an uplifting or 
spiritual effect from certain color values. 
There is a sensing of some cosmic signi- 
ficance from this Source of Light, a yearn- 
ing to ascertain some color akin to one’s 
inmost self, that by its use one may win 
some more of joy through this White 
Knowledge! 

Beauty and peace and joy from the spiri- 
tual use of music, and all of the fine 
masters; from esoteric meanings made 
ready for each person in color, jewels. 
These inner values have first to be seen 
with the “mind’s eye”; then gradually such 
effects will reveal themselves in everyday 
living. : 

In this Source of All, there can be 
nothing but beauty, perfect harmony, and 
truth. How shall we gain this perfection? 

From an old rite I have this truism: 

A baker came to give me some bread. I 
said: Give this bread to my neighbor. He 
and I are one. 

The baker said: The two are one? 

But long afterward, as he pondered, he 
understood, and gradually he gained Wisdom. 

Then from this Wisdom he knew that if 
all could be as one, there would be beauty 
and peace and joy! 

But you say: All men cannot be made to 
think alike, or act alike. What can be the 
solution? 

I have this interpretation to give to you: 
I saw twelve natives, and each had a differ- 
ent instrument upon which to express him- 
self; each one of the twelve was tuning 
according to his own idea of a key-note. 

Each native said: there will be no har- 
mony, unless we tune as one instrument; 
so tune yours to mine! 

Even after a long time they were no 


nearer harmony than at first: Taurus, with 
great determination tenaciously held to a 
firm strong note; ‘Gemini could not decide 
which of her several tones would be best; 
Sagittarius played such a high tone that it 
took on the quality of shrillness, and so on 
around the circle. 

Working earnestly, the twelve finally 
were forced to admit that it was impossible 
to reach ideal harmony—saying hopelessly, 
there is none! 

Then Wisdom came, saying: Choose an 
ideal first, tune to that alone. So Wisdom 
explained that it must be beauty, which is 
found only in the open mind, which grants 
Free Will to the other person, but ever try- 
ing to foster all good in any native. This 
partakes of Service, and reaches to uni- 
versal tone, which finally becomes dynamic 
perfection. 

The twelve could not understand, then 
Wisdom placed in their midst a magnificent 
white Light, radiant, glowing, with varying 
rays of Light extended to each of the 
twelve. 

Inspirations in tone, in color, in words, 
from the vibrations of the rays stirred 
within each of the twelve natives, inde- 
scribably esoteric and occult, as each real- 
ized the white Light was a Christed ideal 
for perfection. 

Then Wisdom said: that which has come 
to you is the universal key-note, there is 
for you the gift of Free Will—shall it be 
for harmony? 

Understanding and Wisdom for each na- 
tive, if he so desires, from the symbolic 
meaning of that central Light, which brings 
knowledge of needed values from certain 
masters, appropriate colors, all prepared 
for him in the “earned” design which he 
may know. 

There is a cosmic significance in the 
breaking up of the rays from the white 
Light, bringing a fitting color to each of 
the twelve; in another place I gave “my” 
masters, that came first, but now, following 
those values, we enter the color-jewel realm. 
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Music and color cannot transmit together, 
they have different mediums, so we seek for 
them in another manner. First, red, which 
is the lowest visible color, and is called the 
color of life, of energy, a ray from the 
white Knowledge which imparts vital cou- 
rageous value, 

The sun-sign gave me enlightenment for 
the former benefits, now and then I touched 
lightly upon color; this was done that “my” 
students might catch a glimpse of that 
which would follow. 

We have reached a place on the Way, 
where the realization of being Children of 
Light has been revealed to us; now a proof 
of this inheritance is sought, and we find it, 
not by way of the sun-sign, but by the more 
intimate and personal ascendant, or rising- 
sign. 

The sun-sign, as I have explained con- 
cerns the Higher Mind, which brought a 
divine curiosity to so many, that more de- 
tailed inspiration is required.. This ap- 
parently is bringing us closer to the vehicle 
for expression, which we call our physical 
or dense body; but that body finds the same 
“rulers” for assistance, and for an under- 
standing of the ego, as it functions. 

So sensitive is this dense body because 
of this ego, that it is affected by atmos- 
pheric change, “electrical fields” receiving 
helpful or harmful influences. Is it not 
then one’s spiritual duty to consider all 
uplifting gifts that the fine balance be 
gained and preserved—thereby in the high- 
est sense reaching attainment? 

Red, which brings at first a feeling of 
warmth, the color of human interest, pos- 
sessing a certain stirring quality, is known 
to have the capacity for quickening the 
blood, stimulating mental activity. 

The color red in its n.ost complete ex- 
pression is the most perturbing and the 
most aggressive of all colors. I have not 
the knowledge to tell you what determined 
originally these effects from colors, for long 
have these values been known and used; 
universal and widespread is the under- 
standing that color has a psychological and 
healing effect. From esoteric astrology, 
which here may be designated as a spiritual 
kind of psychology, we employ our medium, 
the rising sign, to ascertain the native’s 
colors. 

Our color, red, is Mars ruled, and finds 
itself placed with Scorpio; this sign finds 
an elaboration from the jewel with the soft- 
ness of a topaz. In such an analysis I find 
a more comprehensive meaning in the word 
breloque; the word jewel, limits me slightly, 
while the breadth of meaning in the less 
known word, carries us to the vibratory 
effect of the sign, Scorpio, fixed but watery. 
Seorpio natives consume energy, so in- 





tensely do they live; there is a physical and 
spiritual need for receiving the effects to 
be found in reds; then as a watery sign, 
reflections from topaz-like softness, quiets, 
and the Scorpio native finds himself re- 
plenished because of these therapeutic ac- 
tions, that he may make a better creative 
expression. 

This need for red brings us also to the 
sign, Aries which has Mars for a ruler; 
but we are not analyzing a fixed, watery 
sign this time—Aries is cardinal and fiery! 

Different? The color, red, includes the 
lowest visible portion of the spectrum; 
when we leave this region we enter the 
place which is called infra-red, or below-red. 
This is below our vision, and above heat, 
partaking somewhat of the qualities of light 
and heat, an in-between, as it were. 

Colors are not pure vibration but come 
to us in a group or bundle of vibrations, 
each giving similar reactions. These few 
statements are given, just to make it evi- 
dent that there -is a basis upon which to 
erect our uplift or inspirational structure. 

True, many have become so enmeshed in 
conventional knowledge, refusing to admit 
a spiritual part to cultural appreciation, so 
only through approaching the values in 
occult study does enlightenment come. The 
human spirit developed the eye and the ear 
when sound was ready and when there was 
light to observe. 

The application of a certain kind of 
psychology to astrology, brought an under- 
standing of inspirational gifts; that addi- 
tion of radiance which is a spiritual infu- 
sion, and takes away the machine-like treat- 
ment which usually is found from psy- 
cholo.y. 

I asked an authority on psychology once 
what he would do with a person who was 
emotionally off balance: he replied that he 
would advise a sedative. Now in esoteric 
astrology, we do not evade the issue in that 
way—the native is studied through as- 
cendant and sun-signs, color and sound 
(music) and all finer influences are criti- 
cally viewed. Suitable values are brought 
as spiritual gifts to the native, made defi- 
nite use of constantly, then there is an 
uplift. The state of mind which is super- 
nally good for this or that particular 
native. 

The use of color-jewel effects are found 
to be spiritual truths, each native has an 
innate ability for experiencing sensations 
of pleasure when some are placed before 
him; this effect is to be encouraged and 
made permanent, it is supernally good for 
him! 

This red, the color of life comes for the 
Aries, a sign which tells me of many ideas 
and much enthusiasm; fiery and cardinal, 
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he should realize the loss of a certain rich 
quality, because of these attributes. In- 
fluences must come to the Aries to stabilize 
him for the development which is his spiri- 
tual duty. 

There is a flower, zinnia, which when of 
the red hue, can give an indescribable depth 
of feeling; gaze deep into one, excluding 
any mental analysis of the flower itself, 
surrender your Aries self completely to the 
reflection of that red color until you have 
absorbed it actually within yourself. If 
you can do this, that is where the arousing 
of an innate ability comes to you, partaking 
of that state of mind which is supernally 
good for you. 

The first sensation of pleasure may be 
largely objective, but as the Aries under- 
standing asserts itself it will become higher 
and subjective; that contains the essence 
of your color values, the specific reference 
to the flower zinnia was made, because I 
find in that flower a symbolic cylinder-like 
depth, when its color is red, which spiri- 
tually reminds one of that central white 
Light. 

I have learned that from music and color 
we can obtain the greatest benefits, both 
physical and spiritual; yet in no way do I 
evade the obstacles which constantly appear 
in the way of presenting these truths to a 
public. Music, and I mean “my” other fine 
arts, with color, must be suitably selected, 
soothing to some, unduly stimulating to 
others, the fundamental nature of each 
native to be analyzed. 

There is the importance of esoteric as- 
trology, from sun-sign and rising-sign I 
discover food (spiritual) for one native and 
learn that same sustenance would be veri- 
table poison for another. In my Scorpio, 
fixed and watery, came the understanding 
of a consuming of vast amounts of energy 
—color to replace would be red! 

This is, as you know, a stimulating color, 
so, depleted of energy, the seeking for 
uplift from this reflected color, brings the 
native to the absorbing of its power. 

The acceptance of color is a conveying of 
an abstract effect from something outside, 
inward to where it takes on a more or less 
permanent consequence; to the special color 
for Scorpio and for Aries will be added 
varying shades which are to be used to 
embellish and hasten an understanding of 
that ideal expression. 

Mars ruled, brings the two signs to a 
consideration of red, but the native must 
make critical personal approaches to such 
acceptance; such a forceful color should be 
introduced by way of “resting places” upon 
which the eyes may gain some spiritual 
appeal by way of the emotional and mental. 

Each color is a part of that cosmic group 


vibrations directing towards each native so 
by awakenings which should come to you by 
way of lessens such as these, there will be 
aroused within each native a susceptibility 
or spiritual fitness for that “earned’’ color, 
thereby unfolding to the possibilities of 
your life force. 

Once recognized, this approach to knowl- 
edge will intensify itself until you are 
absorbed within it, and Wisdom is not far; 
then and then only will pure rhythm of life 
so affect you as to bring a realization of 
harmonious beauty. 

Harmony between masters, color-jewels, 
is a process gained from spiritual vision, 
built upon a longing for beauty, which can 
which circles the magnificent White Light, 
be developed to an intensity so dynamic as 
to influence the five senses, and gradually a 
more perfect habit of desire is formed. The 
five senses directed, deepened, uplifted so 
powerfully that their activities detect life 
and light on an ever ascending scale. 

The finer color vibrations will reach the 
native, there will come to him an urge to 
take these so within himself, that he will 
find unfolding within his soul-consciousness 
a spiritual light absorbed from that color 
reflection. 

Such knowledge is not too abstract nor 
too intangible to be discarded as super- 
natural or mysterious; it is merely the 
more advanced acceptance of nature, who 
offers her color effects with a lavish hand 
and will in no way thwart a perfectly 
normal existence. 

Develop your spiritual sensitiveness to 
objective impressions, so that they may be 
taken by way of the emotional (desire) 
process into the mentality, there, be as- 
sured, development will begin! 

In esoteric astrology we know that Aries 
and Scorpio must consider their Mars rule; 
even in herb life we find this rule, as in 
the healing or saving value of sage, Mars 
governed. Sensation by acceptance through 
reflection of the red, then chemically at- 
tracted broken up, as it were, the group 
vibrations reach into the individual and 
there is a heightened effect. Whether for 
good or ill, rests with the native. 

When the aspirant feels himself becoming 
more and more a part of Light, he will 
place his soul-consciousness on a_ higher 
plane, thus advancing towards that Wisdom 
which must be felt as we go towards the 
Aquarian Age. 

Let us refer here to the symbolic cere- 
mony as I gave it to you, twelve natives, 
each trying to tune his instrument to 2a 
divine harmony, but without inspirational 
guidance, nothing but discord was pro- 
duced; then Wisdom came and placed a 
central Light, as symbolized in the sun, 
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glowing white, the Christed ideal, with fit- 
ting rays of light extending to each native. 

The Ray for each came from this divine 
Light, akin to your visible color, by vibra- 
tions found in the ascendant; harmony felt 
with the sun-sign, easily brought about 
through spiritually sensitizing the five 
senses, as I explained slightly above. 

Perhaps this does sound somewhat like a 
ceremonial observance, but this is a parable- 
like rite, and offered in the hope of being a 
means to focus the native’s mind upon 
effects for good. 

As each native accepts these finer in- 
spirations which are prepared for him, an 
unavoidable unfolding begins, a better un- 
derstanding of Wisdom; the Glad Day as 
Blake so visioned, which is sensed con- 
sciously, made very real through serving 
and again receiving ability for a final 
absorbing in the Christed ideal. 

Within each one is this desire to know 
more of Wisdom, and because I am certain 
of this do I present “my” masters, and the 
color-jewels to add more life-sparkle to each 
native. Without in any way interfering 
with plans or enjoyment of living, these 
truths may be taken within, adding, em- 
bellishing and purifying all things. 

Red is adhered to very closely within 
this lesson, as the adapting of color-jewel 
effects is even more of an occult quest than 
other inspirations I have offered; so thor- 
oughly include your color that it vibrates 
in poetic rhythm with you mentally and 
emotionally. 

To each native do I say, that no matter 
which color is yours, the acceptance of 
beauty through such means has the effect 
of stimulating interest, a finer and some- 
what mystic adornment of the five senses. 
Continued, there will be a more lasting 
effect of a less elusive understanding. 
What goul is sought? Perfection for 
humanity; ability to express creatively; the 
development of spiritual altruism. 


“Tis to create, and in creating, live 
A being more intense, that we endow 
With form our fancy, gaining as we give 
The life we image— 

Could one keep the spirit to that flight 
He would be happy; but this clay will sink 
Its spark immortal, envying it the Light 
To which it mounts, as if to break the link 
That keeps us from yon heaven, 
Which woos us to its brink.” 


Within the Aries study we find the color 
red, but we also discover a jewel which 
seems at first to be incongruous, the ame- 
thyst, suggestive of quietness. 

So far apart are the two colors, red and 
the delicate violet shadings of the amethyst, 
that we feel surprise. 


Within each native is the imprint of all 
of his past; the good or the ill has left some 
mark, and all of the finer experiences must 
be made as real as possible that those not 
desired may be overcome. 

So we seek to develop the best, to make 
more spiritual our understanding of color, 
of music, of all which is beautiful; we must 
learn to know our own, to become filled with 
aspiring thoughts which overcome negative 
forces, 

The Aries finds himself in a “pioneering 
class,” at the sign of new ideas, which gains 
power from his color of red; but for an in- 
fusion of mystic poise, there is the violet 
color in his jewel. 

There is a softness in the amethyst color 
but the red is not too high a key for Aries; 
one reason is that this native should not 
have a depressing color, and his impression 
from an external should be guarded as 
much as the subjective. 

Color can appeal to the emotions and the 
mind by its fine vibrations and the effect 
can be felt by the sensitized person. The 
violet or amethyst is not very near to the 
red, is more transparent, therefore more 
effective—the Aries needs the higher vibra- 
tion. 

The red for Scorpio, also must be as a 
messenger for the imparting of warmth and 
brightness; as a child of color, there must 
be a spiritual acceptance of these values 
which only comes through understanding 
of tone-color, in the occult significance. 

Scorpio, intense, with heightened yearn- 
ing for expression, whether for good or ill, 
must know how imperative it is that he 
learn to relax, physically and spiritually, 
and these two words embrace everything in 
his nature. 

There has come to this native that 
“earned” intensity, extreme always, destroy- 
ing himself in the same way as told in the 
myth which recounted this Scorpio nature; 
red to restore, and the cool translucence of 
a topaz-jewel of suitable restfulness! 

Quite recently I spoke before a group of 
students, upon the theme: “Let the forces 
of Light illumine each one,” dwelling defi- 
nitely upon the development of the five 
senses to a super-sensitive power. 

To continuously know that within each 
one is the ability whether latent or active, 
to perceive beauty in color; and making it 
imperative that there be no confusion con- 
cerning tone and color! 

As an example: one listener was anxious 
to have me verify her statement that a tone 
produced a color, or vice versa—which can- 
not be done. Tone and color come to one by 
different mediums, but that does not mean 
that a tone cannot bring an impression of 
color, or color an effect of tone. 
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To illustrate: in Schubert’s Unfinished 
Symphony, the part written in the key of 
E major, has always brought to me an im- 
pression as of a soft velvet, with the color 
of topaz, a bit clouded. That does not mean 
in the slightest way, that the tone produces 
the color, only a symbol of such a color! 

In the selection of red, which Mars ruled 
comes to the Aries, and at the same time 
to Scorpio, it is immediately apparent that 
these signs are so dissimilar as to neces- 
sitate some modification. Why? Aries is 
fiery, cardinal; Scorpio is fixed, watery— 
different? Aries, impetuous, often at a 
turning point in decisions; Scorpio, self- 
established, often immovably serious! 

Would the acceptance of color-jewel 
values be the same? It is very easy to 
perceive how carefully a native should ap- 
proach the esoteric use of color-jewel 
effects! 

This civilization of ours has arrived at 
a place where at least ninety-eight per cent 
of us are enmeshed, entangled in its com- 
plexities; this condition almost extinguishes 
spiritually perceptive powers. To disen- 
tangle natives from these choking condi- 
tions, to open the eyes to supernal visions 
is a duty of each person who has come to 
the realization of the inheritance which 
makes of him a child of Light. 

The constantly abused and maligned 
study of astrology has, nothwithstanding, 
within its realm, inalienable possibilities for 
the unfolding of soul-consciousness. Wher- 
ever and whenever I am before groups, I 
present the potential realization of spiri- 
tual beauty, which lies concealed in esoteric 
astrology, which is a glorified psychology. 
This is spiritual and not material, built 
upon highest and finest of aspirations! 

The knowledge that we are (each of us) 
Children of Light, has come to us by devi- 
ous ways, but in each Plan rayed to us 
from the Great Leaders, such illumination 
is offered. When the Book which relates 
the creation tells us that there was a com- 
mand that there be Light, and there was 
Light, and after that the Glad Day was 
heralded by this statement—the Light was 
good! 

On through all progress and evolution, 
we know of everything depending upon 
light; colors from light began to partake 
of certain qualities, as red became a symbol 
of strength, Edom (red), when the 
Christed ideal traveled in the greatness of 
His strength, which holds a concealed mean- 
ing of the power inherent in that central 
Light, the “red apparel” with the “power 
to uplift.” 

The use and not the abuse of color-jewels, 
tones, must be thoughtfully developed by 
sensitizing our five senses, until they take 


on higher powers; don’t stake anything on 
material sense appeal, devolop something 
permanent which ultimately will bring a 
serene and glorified existence. 

Don’t be like water, which ever runs 
down hill, seek for higher places; make of 
your gifts from the finer-arts, and the color- 
jewels that which elevates you, emotionally 
and mentally. Let the red, if this is your 
need, have my suggested “resting-places” 
ever occupied by that helpful vibratory effect. 

Aries will find that red will be varied 
reds, as he at the moment views his color, 
in much the same way as the sun-sign 
Aries brought the need for impressionism. 
If you recall, that art-effect was changeable, 
receiving effects momentarily, which brought 
a finer understanding of beauty, acting as 
numberless light influences, playing upon 
the fiery and cardinal Aries. 

Elusive? Evanescent? Yes, but effective 
in the journey towards a complete rhythm 
of life; perhaps somewhat the same as of 
a lake which lies quite calm and still, with- 
out a breath of air to disturb it, but a glow 
from the sunset is cast upon it, its imprint 
changes the lake to radiant beauty, not dis- 
turbing the water, but radiating exquisite 
and lasting values. 

The Aries and the Scorpio has the need 
but in different ways; first to the desires, 
and that explains my “resting-places” for 
the vision, an intimacy is thus fostered, 
which later become a mental reaction. 
When these two effects are recognized, 
there will be a more lasting relationship, 
and from this affinity comes an enlighten- 
ment which brings philosophy, or the love 
for Wisdom. 


“Truth is within ourselves: it take no rise 
From outward things, whate’er you may 
believe:” 


the realization of beauty comes from within, 
from an earnest longing for understanding 
will come the sensitizing of your many ave- 
nues of spiritual enlightenment. 

I spoke of the complexities in our lives 
of today, but in no way must any one avoid 
living in this development; isolation par- 
takes of a soul-cowardice to face problems. 
We seek for uplift from our specially suited 
inspirations, that we may be more capable 
of advancing on the Way—but, and do not 
forget this—every step taken must be with 
some one else who needs encouragement. 
One does not advance alone—never—no 
good comes to the selfish aspirant, he must 
not forget that humanity as a whole must 
advance, and that to lift himself gives him 
more power and strength to assist others. 

In offering uplift from music, poetry and 
other fine arts, I approached each native 
with his inspirations for advancement: in 
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color-jewel gifts, the native’s design is re- 
membered, while the rays from Light are 
advised to vivify, enrich and make more 
radiant that pattern, without in any way 
destroying the “earned” outline! 

The most tenacious color of all, red, 
rightfully called the color of life, for 
energy-replacement—spiritual and creative. 
That this is true, partakes of mystery, sub- 
lime and impressive, the lack of Light de- 
stroys, whether we speak of material life 
or spiritual life. 

The Aries and the Scorpio personality 
can and must be studied for individual 
characteristics; with more spiritual color- 
ing infused, the results will far surpass the 
efforts made or the hopes entertained. Red 
is a color called the lowest visible one, but 
do not think of it as a color to be so de- 
scribed, in a material sense; the esoteric 
understanding will gain richness as the 
native travels by way of the color route 
to the higher octave of vibration, which is 
violet-—each gradation of hue occupying a 
valued sphere. 

This suggests to “my” students that one 
must progress, that stagnation is death— 
evolution is another thing; when progress 
enters in, that presupposes some ambition, 
spirituality, intensity of purpose—and these 
forces become apparent only when enlight- 
enment has entered in to a human being. 

As we have been told: whatsoever things 
are lovely—to think upon these things, and 
that each one may become finer and more 
spiritual we search for the beauty which is 
concealed and merely awaits. 

We must go on toward Wisdom, ever 
seeking a better expression in soul-con- 
sciousness; there must be an acceptance of 
guiding powers. Each native must lift his 
eyes to beauty and make of himself a re- 
ceptacle for spiritual radiance. 

There must be instilled within the native 
a radiant faith in his possibilities, making 
them luminous from that ray of Light 
which is for him; faith in himself made 
more exquisite through a spiritual desire to 
assist others to also see the Light. 

This newer knowledge embraces phil- 
osophy, which is merely another way of 
describing Wisdom, and takes on more of 
the subjective attitude towards esoteric as- 
trology. Through such occult relaxation 
there comes a more sensitive acceptance of 
intangible values; music, rhythmic word 
effects, colors and response to jewels, which 
contain color-vibratory gifts. 

Aside from mechanical or chemical knowl- 
edge concerning this color-jewel effect, we 
do know that there is something which 
emanates by way of finer perceptions, a 
Super-sensitiveness which defies physical 
analysis, 





The effect of color is realized when we 
consider that much of the feeling in a 
masterpiece is lost when we look upon a 
reproduction when devoid of color. May it 
not be the feelings which those colors create 
within the observer give the picture its 
power? 

Because of this condition, there will enter 
in to the masters in paintings, an intellec- 
tual activity, which requires the occult ar- 
rangement of colors—but now, I am only 
suggesting the careful and thoughtful ap- 
proach to your suitable color by way of 
a rising-sign. Which in this lesson must 
concern red, and the jewel which augments 
the lesson-values. 

Aries—red with the amethyst; Scorpio— 
red with topaz; to understand these combi- 
nations will require some poise and spiritual 
thought. The result will justify the effort, 
and as any tension is relieved, the esoteric 
unfolding will occur, red to amethyst and 
red to topaz. 

I assure the native that there will be a 
happy experience as of a weary person 
being led° away from hunger, from lone- 
liness, to contentment and_ well-being. 
Color-jewel effects do produce mental re- 
actions, and from these alterations follow 
varying emotional and physical changes. 
As children of Light we each must seek 
to understand these mental and emotional 
reactions, when uplifting, the effect must 
be taken in and made lasting, in lessons 
such as these the native may find esoteric 
astrology the study to open up the Way 
upon which he travels to Wisdom. 

Any one even slightly curious may ob- 
serve the continuing application of color for 
assistance, more and more have those who 
need inspiration turned to its use. Why do 
I offer lessons for aspirants? I have dis- 
covered, myself, that the effect comes by 
way of the desires, affected by the mental 
attitude, and it is imperative to seek all 
possible inspirations, from rising-sign and 
from sun-sign to enhance the personality. 

It is for more harmonious living that we 
seek, and to synchronize all higher values 
requires acceptance and then application 
continuously, not intermittently—develop- 
ment must be regular, and systematic. It 
is indeed an active procedure, nothing lazy 
about it. 

In esoteric and occult knowledge, it comes 
to the student conclusively that there is a 
specific supply from “my” masters, so now 
we have advanced to the intimate rising- 
sign which will open a new vista, that of 
color-jewel values, bringing the happly un- 
derstanding of being children of Light. 

The Scorpio consumes himself, as it were, 
richness of vibrations from red, zinnias, 
roses, etc. in many and often unexpected 
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and unexplored places, to be used for re- 
placing of energy and real spiritual in- 
terest. There are other and more detailed 
art-gifts to be brought to those who desire 
but each follows the other in orderly se- 
quence. 

Keep in the mind that we are in the 
esoteric realm which can be easily des- 
ignated as a spiritual astrology, or a 
spiritual psychology, dealing with the emo- 
tions and the mind, equally. There is 
nothing fancied in the uplifting values 
from color-jewels offerings; they can be 
stimulating, quieting, replacing some 
quality which has been impaired or per- 
haps ignored until dormant. 

In Aries, so often is found latent forces, 
which if understood by way of the Mars 
rule, could be revivified and developed 
rapidly. The Mars rule has much symbolic 
meaning, it is capable of imparting 
strength to the native, and sensitizing the 
many fine qualities of the Aries. A much 
to be desired ruler, for the native who has 
“earned” its guidance, but hazardous if 
misdirected, for that symbolic "reason, I 
urge the thoughtful analysis of the sign. 

In Scorpio, usually is found two types of 
forces, the essence of each not uniting 
harmoniously with the other; lofty ideals, 
coupled with a strong tendency to critical 
attitudes. 

The understanding of the Mars rule will 
enlighten this native exceedingly; dissipat- 
ing of too much energy destroys the pos- 
sibility for making use of the splendid 
traits innate with a Scorpio. That this 
native has an “earned” devotion to 
mysticism is known, having been evident 
in so many with this sign, and it is a 
spiritual duty to enrich the nature with 
esoteric inspirations. 

In these lessons upon knowledge, which 
we know as from the White Light, as 
Children of Light, I present to each one 
through his ascendant, color-jewel effects. 
This brings a duty (spiritual) to thought- 
fully and carefully sensitize the senses, that 
vibrations from every possible source will 
ever be of the finest—that no inflow can 
affect a native, unless he so desires. 

In this first lesson, we have merely 
touched upon the amazing color of red, 
with the jewel-color amethyst and topaz. 
In red we 4ind vibrations which might be 
termed independent, decided warmth of 
tone, bestowing energy, stimulating often 
even to an increased muscular power. 

The “resting-places” which are conducive 
to further understanding of color-jewel 
values, often takes away a feeling of 
dejection, bringing a mental reaction which 
means quietness — from this, creative 
thoughts arise. Unquietness destroys any 








possible chance for mental development— 
get the desire (emotional) vehicle in a 
serene state first, and the mind responds, 
then that inner self of “you” unfolds to 
greater understanding. 

Aries, Scorpio, in the acceptance of bright 
hues there will be much of a gleam for you, 
though I realize that words for color- 
jewel effects are not coined as yet; the use 
of color is very intimate and _ personal 
which explains to “my” students the utiliza- 
tion of the ruling-sign. 

Do not misunderstand me, if red is your 
color, or any other color, or jewel, their 
generous use will not produce mentality 
or spirituality in you; but that which lies 
dormant within you may be assisted to an 
activity which will sensitize the different 
vehicles. If this result is accomplished 
advancement rests with you—else where- 
fore born? 

The magnificent White Light which 
sends rays to each native will elevate each 
to universal Wisdom, tone and sound will 
bring equal inspirations: 


“And the slender sound 

As from a distance beyond distance grew 
Coming upon me—O never hue nor horn, 
Nor aught we blow with breath or touch 


with hand, 

Was like that Wisdom when it came; and 
then 

Stream’d through my cell, a cold and silver 
beam, 

And down the long beam stole the Holy 
Grail, 


Rose-red with beatings in it, as if alive, 

Till all the white walls of my cell were 
dyed 

With rosy colors leaping on the wall.”

Epitor’s Note: This is the second of a series of articles dealing with the Sun posi- 


tions of 6,877 physicians. 


Last month figures were presented which indicated that more 


physicians are born with the Sun in the sign Capricorn (December 22nd to January 20th) 


than in any other Zodiacal sign. 
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L IBRA AND TAURUS, the two zodiacal 
signs of Venus, rated above normal in a 
test involving the Sun positions of 1,956 
surgeons, while Scorpio and Aries, the two 
zodiacal signs of Mars rated below normal. 
Astrological tradition has long associated 
surgery with the planet Mars. Not Martian 
signs, but the signs 180 degrees away from 
Martian signs appeared strong. 

Does this destroy an ancient tradition of 
the astrological world? I wouldn’t say 
that. Astrology has also claimed that rela- 
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tions with other people are designated by 
the 180 degree, opposition aspect. It is not 
the surgeon who is cut. It is the physical 
body of another. The surgeon becomes 
involved with the most delicate relation- 
ship with another person. If we want 
to look at it from this point of view, we 
could say that our statistics bear out the 
reasonability of astrological claims. That 
is the only comment the writer has to make 
with regard to the statistics herein pre- 
sented as they relate to astrological tra- 
dition. 

We have taken the 6,877 physicians pre- 
sented last month and we have divided them 
into surgeons and physicians who practice 
no surgery at all. This gives us 1,956 
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surgeons and 4,921 physicians other than 
surgeons. In Figure 1, we see actual dis- 
tribution of the Sun positions of 1,956 
surgeons through the Zodiac after correc- 
tions have been made to allow for seasonal 
changes in the apparent motion of the Sun. 
In this chart, we find Libra at the top— 
Gemini at the bottom. While Taurus does 
not appear so high in this chart, it is neces- 
sary to take other factors into considera- 
tion. Experiments have already proved 
that less Taureans reach a position of 
prominence than natives of any other sign 
of the Zodiac. No offense is intended to 
Taureans. The writer has Sun, Mercury 
and Mars conjoined with the South Node 
in the first decan of Taurus. The low de- 
gree of prominence associated with Taurus 
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Fig. 2 Contrasted with Prominence 
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is not necessarily caused by low birth ratio. 
It has been established through the re- 
searches of John J. O’Neill, Science Editor 
of the New York Herald Tribune and Dr. 
E. C. Herber, Professor of Biology at Dick- 
inson College, that there are less live births 
in the month of December in the United 
States than at any other time during the 
year. In other words, more corrections 
must be made to make Figure 1 more in- 
formative. 


Figure 2 shows distribution of the Sun 
position, by signs of the Zodiac, of 4,921 
physicians who do not practice surgery. 
Here, Capricorn rates at the top with 
Taurus at the bottom. This chart has been 
corrected to allow for seasonal changes in 
the apparent motion of the Sun. Here 
again, however, other corrections must 
follow. 


Figure 3 gives us a more accurate chart 





where surgeons are concerned. This chart 
contrasts surgeons with prominence. It 
shows surgeons with the factor of promi- 
nence eliminated. Let me make this clearer. 
Our list of surgeons represents the 1,956 
most prominent surgeons in the United 
States and Canada. We don’t want to know 
what made them prominent. We want to 
know what made them surgeons. We have 
used a much larger number of birthdates of 
prominent people. This number has been 
reduced to equal the total of surgeons. The 
figures thus ascertained have been em- 
ployed to represent a “prominence normal.” 
This “prominence normal” is then repre- 
sented by the horizontal lines running 
through the center of Figure 3 and marked 
“norm.” The black blocks appearing above 





and below these horizontal lines represent 
the volume that each sign runs above and 


below “prominence normal.” We obtain 
different results from those appearing in 
Figure 1. While Libra rated 36 above 
Taurus in Figure 1, Libra rates only 11 
above Taurus in Figure 3. While eight 
signs rated above Taurus in Figure 1, 
Taurus practically ties Cancer and Capri- 
corn for second place in Figure 3. The re- 
sult is so near a tie that a much larger 
number of surgeons would be necessary to 
determine which of these three signs can 
rightfully claim second place. It can now 
be seen that both Libra and Taurus are 
above normal while both Scorpio and Aries 
are below normal, Scorpio rating next to 
last. The difference of 20 between Scorpio 
and Gemini, in Figure 1, has been reduced 
to 7 in Figure 3. 

It is possible that a larger number of 
surgeons would change the rating of some 
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of the signs, but Libra appears to be the 
most prominent sign while Gemini appears 
to belong at the bottom where surgeons are 
concerned. 

As in the case of the entire group of 6,877 
physicians (see May issue),- Cancer and 
Capricorn rate above normal, Both Mer- 
curial signs (Gemini and Virgo) are below 
normal. Both Jupiter signs (Sagittarius 
and Pisces) are below normal, Both Saturn 
signs (Capricorn and Aquarius) are above 
normal. In other words, signs of Mercury, 
Mars and Jupiter are below normal. All 
other signs are above normal. 


Figure 4 shows physicians other than 
surgeons with the factor of prominence 
eliminated. Here, Capricorn stands far in 
front while Cancer still retains second place 
as in the case of 6,877 physicians of all 
types. Gemini and Leo are the only other 
signs above normal. Note that the two 
high spots are exactly 180 degrees apart. 
The two signs of Jupiter (Sagittarous and 
Pisces) are at the bottom. In this chart, 
we have two seasonal peaks and two de- 
pressions with the ‘trend graduating ‘to 
these four points. This chart indicates that 
when surgeons are eliminated, we have over 
23 per cent more physicians with the Sun 
in Capricorn than in Pisces. 


Figure 5 is a different manner of illus- 
trating the same calculations as those 
shown in Figure 3. Normal is represented 
by a circle instead of a straight line. The 
signs of the Zodiac are in the inside 
marginal circles. The white line midway 
between the inner and outer marginal 
circles represents “prominence normal.” 
Average dates when the Sun passes into the 
various signs are included between the 
outside marginal circles, 


Figure 6 is the above manner of illus- 
trating facts included in Figure 4. 
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But let us go further. We have eliminated 
the factor of prominence from physicians 
and surgeons. But all surgeons belong to 
physicians as a group. Let us eliminate 
the element of the physician as found in 
the surgeon and see if we can get a clearer 
picture of surgeons by themselves. This 
is accomplished by bringing down the 
figure 4,921 physicians other than surgeons 
to equal the number of surgeons, 1,956. In 
Figure 7, the center horizontal lines 
marked normal represent normal for 
physicians. Above and below these lines is 
blocked out the volume that each zodiacal 
sign deviates above or below normal for 
physicians. This chart should give us a 
more microscopic view of surgeons by 
themselves. It will be noted that Gemini 
drops still deeper, from 23 to 30 while Libra 
jumps from 20 to 24. Our figures now in- 
dicate that we have 40 per cent more 
surgeons with the Sun in Libra than in 
Gemini. Both Martian signs (Scorpio and 
Aries) are still below normal. Both Venus 
signs (Libra and Taurus) are still above 
normal. Sun and Moon signs (Cancer and 
Leo) are above normal by a sliver. Both 
Mercurial signs are still below normal. 
Both Saturn signs (Capricorn and Aquar- 
ius) are above normal. Both Jupiter signs 
(Sagittarius and Pisces), formerly below 
normal, are now above normal. The peak 
in Capricorn, strongest sign for physicians 
other than surgeons, has all but disap- 
peared. Actually, all signs with the excep- 
tion of Gemini and Libra are fairly close 
to normal. The main thing we have estab- 
lished is a high point in Libra and a 
marked depression in Gemini. 


Figure 8 is the same as Figure 7 except 
that it is drawn to the circle instead of 
along a straight line. 

In future articles of this series we will 
present separate figures on physicians for 
each state in the United States and for the 
Dominion of Canada. We have also segre- 
gated the 6,877 physicians into other groups 
which will be presented separately. These 
groups include eye specialists, ear, nose 
and throat specialists, heart specialists, 
urologists, obstetricians, orthopedic sur- 
geons, X-ray specialists, radiologists, proc- 
tologists, etc. All calculations have been 
made for decan and actual degrees as well 
as for the twelve signs of the Zodiac. These 
figures will be presented. 

If the reader wants to assist us in mak- 
ing this work as complete as possible, may 
we suggest that you obtain the name, birth- 
date (day, month and year) and specialty 
of your physician or of as many physicians 
as your acquaintance will permit, and send 
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the data in to this department of the maga- 
zine. This data will be added to our files. 
Be sure and give name and address ac- 
curately so we may carefully check to make 
certain that the physician has not already 
been included in our figures. 


For those students interested in seeing 
actual distribution of the Sun positions of 
surgeons for each degree of the Zodiac and 
the totals for decans, we present the follow- 





ing table. Note that the 3rd and 12th de- 
grees of Taurus, the 3rd degree of Aquarius, 
the 28rd degree of Libra and the 20th de- 
gree of Pisces produced 12 Sun positions 
each. On the other hand the 16th degree 
of Cancer produced none while the 8th de- 
gree of Taurus, Gemini and Sagittarius, 
the 15th degree of Aries and the 9th degree 
of Gemini produced only one Sun position 
each.

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Where Do You Keep 
Your Chart? —_s, 


IL, I WERE to we asked to state my im- 
pression of the outstanding characteristic 
of most Astrologers, the answer would 
have to be: they keep their own chart 
buried somewhere, and fail to look at it, 
except at rare intervals. And they seem 
unable to time events with accuracy, and 
further, miss the detailed happenings 
of life to a rather startling degree. Yet 
there seems to be not the slightest hesitancy 
in advising the other fellow what to do. 
Of course this does not apply to you and I, 
Mr., Mrs. or Miss Reader, but represents 
a trait we notice in the other fellow. It 
is my contention that an adequate system 
of Astrology will work 365 days each Com- 
mon Year, and on Leap Years 366. There 


, ean never be, to my mind at least, any 


excuse for saying: Astrology did not 
work this time. If the system be accurate 
and mathematically sound, then it is quite 
obvious that it must work all of the time 
even as two and two continue to add up to 
four. When it is considered that Astrology 
simply represents the picture of the forma- 
tion and time of culmination, or externaliza- 
tion of the various Un-conscious Mental 
Complexes, in the finer mind of an individu- 
al of a given type of character, and his 
re-action to them, then as sure as the Law 
of Affinity is, and operates, just that sure 
Astrology will work. There is only one 
possible exception, and that is for the in- 
dividual to make some drastic changes in 
his basic character as mapped by his Birth 
Chart. And he must do this deliberately 
through self analysis and directed thinking. 
As less than one person out of every thou- 
sand ever indulges in houest self analysis 
and directed thought, the percentage of 
error in accurate Astrology is so small as 
to be of almost no consequence. If your 
system of Astrology fails to notify you of 
the slightest condition in your own life, im- 
portant enough to designate as an event, 
there is something lacking. As I view the 
Science, it is something to LIVE BY—not 
something to serve as an exeuse for our 
own inadequate adaption to environmental 
conditions and faults of character. It is

something to use as an nformative measure 
to tell us that such and such conditions 
will prevail in our lives; unless we do some- 
thing to change them. And since these 
conditions mapped are mental conditions, 
change them by directed thinking. Dis- 
cordant directions simply map _ internal 
mental discords within ourselves, and it is 
obvious that if we deliberately change that 
internal discord into harmony, the energy 
will be diverted into channels which will 
attract events of a harmonious nature. Not 
to excuse our inadequacies, but to use the 
mental energy in meeting and overcoming 
the problems of everyday life. To say that 
I can not do anything about this because 
my chart is so and so, is simply to say: I 
can not think. The chart and noted direc- 
tions accompanying this article is that of 
the author. At home it is kept in quite 
large size, pinned to a door panel. The 
Major Directions as noted except that they 
are moved up for each month of motion 
in order to keep the exact Astrological 
Picture of himself before his eyes each day. 
The Minor Directions, noted for the current 
period and for the number of days covered 
by the daily motion of the Moon—at the 
time. The heavy transits of importance are 
noted, and with all of the directions—the 
exact day of completion. The lesser tran- 
sits are very easy to check in the current 
Ephemeris. And there are no little un- 
pleasant events that slip up and catch the 
author unprepared. He is not offering any 
excuses for Astrology and saying “it just 
failed to work this time.” When a discord 
is mapped and it is desired to convert the 
energy, application of Mental Alehemy— 
(Brotherhood of Light-Course IX) to the 
problem will most readily serve the pur- 
pose. Or deliberately associating the Basic 
Urges—together in a harmonious manner 
(that is pleasant thoughts) will serve to 
divert the energy of the square or other 
adverse aspect into an opportunity com- 
plex—or sextile. This means that the man 
or woman who hopes to LIVE by Astrology 
—must also Master self to a marked de- 
gree. What is the function of Astrology, 
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other than to teach us the methods by which 
we might overcome the limitations imposed 
by environmental conditions, and enable 
us to live a planned life? To dig out our 
chart after something has happened and 
attempt to find an Astrological excuse for 
it, is to keep our eyes backward, when they 
should be turned to the future and its 
problems, utilizing Astrology and kindred 
Sciences as means to attain the end of a 
progressive, successful, Physical, Intellectu- 
al and Spiritual existence. If the system 
we are using fails to teach us adaption 
on the physical plane, then it hasn’t very 
much chance on any other. That might 
also apply to religions as a whole. 

In order to be worthy of the name, 
Science, the system of Astrology we use 
must work with the accuracy of mathemat- 
ics. We can find no logical excuse for say- 
ing figures do not work, that mathematics 
is not an exact Science, neither can there 
be any possible excuse for saying Astrology 
did not work this time, if we have applied 
proper principles in accordance with the 
Laws of Mathematics. Quoting Rene Des 
Cartes. Mathematics Alone Avoids Soph- 
isms, and by its aid, ALL Problems May 
be Solved, If Proper Principles be Applied. 
That quotation is an excellent thing for 
the student of Astrology or any of the Oc- 
cult Sciences to keep in mind. The minute 
we fail to apply mathematics and proper 
principles, that minute we are off our 
base and are not arrivng at accurate con- 
clusions. 

The Author uses the Hermetic System of 
Astrology throughout, both in Teaching 
and to Live By. As before stated, he is 
not in the dark, on any single day, as to 
the particular type of Astrological influ- 
ence he is under, which means Mental Con- 
ditions, Conscious and Un-conscious. Know- 
ing these factors—he also knows, what to 
do about it, which is an important factor. 
Thus he is enabled to lay plans as far into 
the future as he sees fit, knowing before- 
hand the exact type of conditions to be met 
and the methods to employ under those con- 
ditions. In the Cosmic Sense—this enables 
the individual to determine his work and 
plan to make that chosen field of endeavor 
a real success. In the material sense, one 


is enabled to plan his life with the utmost 
detail, with the assurance that such and such 
conditions will have to be met at such and 
such times in life, therefore the proper 
moves to make are thus and so in order to 
insure the utmost in success. 


Accurate and 





adequate Astrological knowledge enables the 
individual to do just this, and this is the 
purpose of Real Astrology. 

Further, one is enabled to know at just 
what times in life he is subject to given 
types of disease providing he knows Stellar 
Diagnosis—(Course XVI) (Brotherhood of 
Light) and at which other times he is im- 
mune. If he knows Stellar Dietetics, he 
knows with positive assurance just what 
elements he needs in his food at any given 
time in order to keep fit to meet life’s con- 
ditions and keep physically fit while doing 
it. 

If it be of interest to the reader, the 
author has recently returned from a lecture 
tour of four of the principal cities of Flo- 
rida, speaking on Scientific Astrology in 
each of them and Illustrating the value of 
the Hermetic system by charts. Selecting 
his own and that of Samuel Insull. Insull’s 
to show the value of Progressing All Plan- 
ets, what was missed by various Astrolo- 
gers who are advocates of easy systems, 
and what was missed by leaving our Minor 
Directions. His personal Chart to illustrate 
the value of keeping the individual Chart 
up to date, with Major Directions, Minor 
Directions and heavy transits noted—with 
the exact day of perfection of all aspects. 
As a result, students and practitioners of 
Astrology in Jacksonville, Orlando, Tampa 
and St. Petersburg are studying and using 
the Hermetic System. Many of them stu- 
dents of various systems of many years 
standing. The same condition prevails in 
West Palm Beach where the author resides, 
and in Miami where he has taught this sys- 
tem. One of the local students stated “It 
is positively uncanny, the way those Minor 
Directions point out the slightest incidents 
in life.” These students keep their Charts 
out where they can see them EVERY DAY. 
They are learning to LIVE by Astrology. 
More and more of them are coming to that 
stage in life when they can say with assur- 
ance “I Am the Master of My Fate, the 
Captain of My Soul.” 

They are not being fooled into trying to 
excuse some condition of life after it has 
passed. They do not say—Astrology failed 
to work this time. They fully recognize the 
fact that an accurate system must work 
every day in the year. The proper way to 
test the truth of the statements contained 
in this article is to dig your chart out of 
hiding. Progress it fully, by the system 
here mentioned, check it every day of your 
life, gain a thorough Astrological knowl- 
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edge of your self. Select the charts of two 
or three of your friends and keep them up 
the same way. Predict each month, several 
of the incidental affairs of life to those 
friends, as well as the Major events as they 
come along. Keep it up for a period of not 
less than Two Years, and in the meantime, 
gain a thorough knowledge of Mental Al- 
chemy and Esoteric Psychology (both B of 
L Courses) and at the end of that time you 
will be a very good Astrologer, providing 
you have not neglected to study all you pos- 
sibly can on the subject as you went along. 
You will also have a much broader vision 
of life than you ever had before, and will 
have realized, if you have sought Truth, 
rather than something to get swell-head 
about, something of the magnitude of the 
possibilities contained within the Science of 
Astrology. You will not attempt to exalt 
yourself above your fellow man, if you have 
gained even a glimmering of the great 
Truths of existence. You will not ballyhoo 
yourself as The World’s Greatest Astrol- 
oger—because you will know that the puny 
mind of man can at best but hope to absorb 
a small part of the magnificent potentiali- 
ties contained in Astrology. You will have 
gained at least a partial picture of the 
value of self, in relation to Cosmos as a 
Whole, and in this realization there is no 
place for expanded craniums. 

The function of Astrology is to teach the 
individual how best to adapt himself to 
ever changing environmental conditions. 
To teach him the value of maintaining per- 
fect Physical, Intellectual and Spiritual 
Balance. To point out to him, his faults 
of Character that need changing. To show 
him with unerring accuracy, just what 
Lessons he needs to learn in Physical Life 
in order to mount to heights to True Adept- 
ship—if he places value on Spiritual At- 
tainment. And in order to teach these 
things, the System of Astrology used must 
be accurate. It must work every day. 
There must not be a single condition in life 
that needs the excuse, it failed this time. 
I quite commonly use the statement on the 
lecture platform. Don’t take my word for 
it, don’t believe it just because it is printed 
in the lessons; if these factors are not prov- 
able in the Laboratory of everyday life, 
then they are not worth the paper they are 
written on. And I am well content to pre- 
sent The Hermetic System of Astrology to 
my students on that basis. The system that 
is afraid of critical analysis, that will not 
stand up under the searchlight of directed 





thinking is obviously quite faulty, and needs 
the excusing term, Astrology failed to 
work, this time. 

You will note also that the Moon’s Nodes 
and Part of Fortune are not included in the 
Chart, and that the Fixed Stars are also 
left out. They are not needed, in this sys- 
tem in order to account for any of the con- 
ditions of life. 

I am writing the present article in the 
hope that some of the American Astrolo- 
gers who keep their charts hidden will dig 
them out. Start a real study of Astrology. 
No Matter What System you are using, to 
check that system against the affairs of 
everyday life. Insist that it be accurate 
enough to point out All of the events in 
Life. You have the right to demand that 
conditions in your life be timed to the exact 
day by a System which purports to be Sci- 
entific. As long as conditions and events 
slip up on you without warning, as long as 
timing is inaccurate, as long as conditions 
come into your life that are not mapped by 
the system you are using, just that long 
is that system both inaccurate and inade- 
quate. When you have progressed in As- 
trological knowledge to the point that you 
habitually determine the conditions coming 
into each day of life, know what can be 
expected of those conditions, and these are 
all mapped by the system of Astrology you 
are using, no single one left out, then you 
have a Scientific mathematically accurate 
system, no matter what it is, until this con- 
dition prevails there is something sadly 
lacking. And by pointing out all events, 
I mean even those small things, such as 
callers dropping in to the home, invitations 
to parties, mail of importance and every 
other condition worthy of being called 
event. Mathematics Alone avoids Soph- 
isms, and by its Aid—ALL Problems may 
be solved if Proper Principles be Applied. 
My system works and I keep my chart on 
a door panel, check it every single day, 
know what is coming, and how to avert it 
if discordant. I could be satisfied with 
nothing less. What about you? Where do 
you keep your Chart?

Aviation is always unusually dangerous 
under serious afflicting aspects to Uranus, 
which rules heavier than air craft. On 
April 7th, Mars was in conjunction with 
Uranus, the most powerful accidental in- 
fluence of 1936. As we all know, this con- 
junction was activated by the lunar aspects 
to it. We read on the front pages of the 
papers no fewer than six fatal airplane 
crashes during the week, the worst of which 
came on the 7th, the TWA luxury “Sun 
Racer,” killing twelve and injuring two.

Moral: Keep one foot on the ground 
under Mars-Uranus aspects. At that, air 
line passengers are computed to be about 
20% safer than automobile passengers ac- 
cording to 1935 statistics. The aviation 
officials say that business will drop off badly 
for the next sixty days after a bad accident.

However, the other day I 
purchased one of those general yearly fore- 
casts for people born in the sign Scorpio 
(Oct.-Nov.) from a pitch man in a depart- 
ment store here. He has my first house 
governed by Scorpio controlled by Mars. 
He apparently counts his houses from the 
Midheaven through the Ascendant, whereas 
I thought the first house was immediately 
below tlfe Ascendant and that one counted 
counter-clockwise. Hurey S. Fisk. 


Answer: The First House is the one im- 
mediately below the Ascendant. It is pos- 
sible that the person who told you Scorpio 
was your first house was referring to your 
Solar (equilibrium) Chart. By placing 
your Sun on the first House Cusp (as is 
frequently done when birth hour is un- 
known), you (a Scorpio native) would have 
Scorpio in your first (Solar) House. 


INFLATION 


Question: Being that inflation seems to be 
the talk of a nation, every newspaper just 
flooded with it and quite strange things 
happening, which as a rule indicate such a 
calamity, I am not hesitating any longer to 
ask you, how bad it is really going to be. 

Answer: I believe that the opposition of 
Saturn and Neptune, during the month of 
March, to be repeated later in November, 
1936, will check any tendencies to inflation 
and should mark the end of an inflationary 
period, the world over, a period that com- 
menced with the conjunction of Jupiter and 
Neptune in September, 1932. 


MARS 


The following mythological interpretation 
of Mars first appeared in the July, 1933, 


issue of American Astrology and is re- 
printed for the convenience of those who 
may not possess a copy of that particular 
issue. 


Back of this rather facetious presenta- 
tion, readers may find some practical sug- 
gestions for the interpretation of the Mars 
or Aries influence in a chart. Those 
ancients knew their planets. 


As a rule when looking for trouble in a 
horoscope we are pretty certain to find MARS 
somewhere in the vicinity—usually right in the 
center—of the disturbance. We do not wish to 
be understood as implying that this fellow Mars 
is all bad and that there is “no virtue” in him. 
Every planet is a symbol of a power that is 
“good” in some manner and for some purpose, 
but it is nevertheless true that some of them 
do seem to thrive on human misery. The fact 
that this is more often than not due to human 
cussedness does not lessen the misery. 

The mythological counterpart of Mars (Her- 
cules) was also “doomed to a life of trouble.” 
He appears to have started out in life under a 
severe handicap. It seems that the father of 
Hercules (Zeus) was a sort of Don Juan among 
the gods and did at times indulge in some 
decidedly “ungodly” behavior, The mother of 
Hercules was a mortal—a married lady, no less 
—and of strictest rectitude, we are told, barring 
this one lapse when, during the absence of 
her husband, she was visited by the Casanova 
from Mount Olympus and permitted herself to 
be overcome by his kingly splendor. Hercules 
was the result of this visit. The records do not 
indicate that the husband in the case objected 
very strenuously to this “affair.” Perhaps he 
felt flattered or possibly he never knew about 
it and thought the child his own, which is most 
probable. However that may be, there was one 
person (if we may speak of a goddess in a 
personal sense) who did object—violently—this 
was Hera, the wife of Zeus, and by way of 
emphatically expressing her displeasure she 
dumped a basket of snakes into the cradle of 
the infant Hercules. This was not very effec- 
tive—this was no ordinary child—young Her- 
cules just jerked the heads off those snakes and 
tossed them out of the cradle as nonchalantly 
as any other infant would discard a plaything 
of which he had tired. Furthermore, in much 
the same manner did he circumvent every sub- 
sequent attempt of the “wicked stepmother” to 
get him out of the way, but while he did survive, 
this sort of treatment apparently soured his 
disposition. We find him at maturity truly in 
many ways a worthy son of his father—in his 
happier moods a thoroughly likable chap—‘“a 
symbol of manly strength and endurance’”’—but 
with a murderous temper over which he had 
little or no control. He would fly off the handle 
upon the slightest provocation and woe betide 
the object of his displeasure. According to 
some accounts, in one of these tantrums he 
killed One who was a particular favorite of 
Hera who by way of reprisal placed the young 
ruffian in bondage to Eurytheus, King of Argos, 
who in turn by way of keeping him out of more 
trouble devised for him certain tasks now 
known as the Twelve Labors of Hercules. In 
the ordinary course of events these duties 
should have kept even a giant busy for some 
time. They were tough assignments. But this 
particular son of a god not only had a strong 
back but was also an ingenious chap. He made 
short work of those tasks, even finding time to 
pause now and then and do a few extra stunts 
on his own account. We are told that even- 
tually his chore-boy of the gods did find “peace 
at last,” but it was_a well-earned rest. , 

This legend of Hercules throws much light 
upon the life and destiny of those who indi- 
vidually or collectively come under the rulership 
of his planetary counterpart—MARS. And in 
our efforts to interpret the probable influence 
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of Mars upon the affairs of men we may he 
aided much if we will visualize him as this 
Hercules of mythology performing his ‘Twelve 
Labors” as he makes his circuit throygh the 
twelve signs of the zodiac,

issue refers to 10th cusp as Father and 4th 
cusp as Mother. The accepted rules of as- 
trology were deduced after thousands of 
years of observation by astrologers of 
ancient polygamous civilizations.

The 10th house refers to a person’s reputa- 
tion. In a polygamous family the reputa- 
tion of a newly born child is essentially in 
charge of the MOTHER.

On the 
other hand, I have noted instances where 
this seems to be interchangeable.

As a matter of fact, the time is fast 
approaching when physical scientists may 
take up the matter of astrology and sub- 
ject it to some rigid scientific texts and 
settle some of these long disputed points.

PLANETARY INFLUENCE 


Question: Do the planets by sign-house 
(house especially) always have a definite 
effect and influence on the native’s affairs, 
in some way traceable to birth conditions; 
or do they sometimes stay latent for years; 


what I want to know is, does each position 
of planets always work at some time? 


Answer: Your question is really based 
upon a misconception of astrology, that is 
of the basic principles of the whole astro- 
logical theory. 

It would require a lengthy treatise on the 
subject to answer your question properly 
but we might at this point reiterate our 
oft-repeated statement that the planets do 
not, for the purposes of astrological inter- 
pretation, necessarily, exert any influence 
whatever on human affairs. They are for 
the purposes of the astrology, merely sym- 
bols on the dial of the “Clock of Life” re- 
vealing symbolically the evolutionary activ- 
ity of a limited number of basic principles 
governing life and activity throughout an 
entirely, and completely, synchronized cos- 
mos. As Paracelsus said “Saturn is not 
only in the sky but also deep in the earth 
and Mars, from the point of view of the 
philosopher may be the rose in your gar- 
den—” all the powers of the universe are 
potentially in man as in every other organ- 
ized unity of creation. Thus man becomes 
a miniature cosmos containing within him- 
self potentially, every other unit as well as 
the whole cosmic structure, just as every 
drop of water from the ocean is a minia- 
ture ocean, the only difference being one of 
degree. Thus, you will see this philosophy 
of life is merely predicated on the funda- 
mental unity of the cosmos.

Thus you will see the horoscope becomes 
merely a pattern of life governing manifes- 
tation at the time for which it is erected. 
The individual at any given place or time is 
constrained therefore to operate within the 
structure of natural law as revealed by the 
positions of the planets in relation to his 
place of birth at the time of his birth and 
from that point of view therefore the indi- 
vidual is constantly manifesting and acting 
through this structure of law as revealed by 
his horoscope, and there can be no lapses, 
although the form of manifestation may 
vary widely and may at times be difficult to 
correlate with the astrological pattern ac- 
cording to our known systems of interpre- 
tation. Any apparent discrepancies here 
may be attributed to imperfections in our 
system of astrological interpretation and 
not to any lapses in the operation of natural 
law. 
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QUALITY UNNECESSARY 


The Marks of a Clear Mind, oddly enough, 
is the title of a new volume by Dr. Albert 
Edward Wiggam wherein he gives you the 
astrological opinion of a man whose knowl- 
edge of Astrology is admittedly zero. But 
to completely demonstrate his lack of knowl- 
edge of his subject, Dr. Wiggam demon- 
strates that he hasn’t yet discovered the 
astronomical fact that the zodiac of the 
equinoxes used in Astrology is not the same 
as the zodiac of the constellations. 


One of the most interesting revelations 
of his peculiar mind comes when he asserts 
he cannot conceive of anything “spiritual.” 
He admittedly cannot understand the mean- 
ing of the term “planes of life.” 

According to Dr. Wiggam’s philosophy, 
or lack of it, there is nothing to life but 
matter. He refuses to recognize the exist- 
ence of quality—only quantity. Using him- 
self as the pattern from which all else must 
be moulded, Dr. Wiggam tells us the Scien- 
tist has been educated to believe solely in 
“quantity and amount and degree and re- 
lationship.” 


’ We visualize Dr. Wiggam selecting an 
employee. First he would weigh the pros- 
pective employee. Then he would measure 
him, after which he would perhaps compare 
the figures with those of other employees. 
There would be no inquiries about the man’s 
honesty because Dr. Wiggam cannot see 
honesty. It immediately becomes necessary 
to eliminate the factor of honesty because 
it is not visible to the eye of Dr. Wiggam. 
If it cannot be seen and measured, it does 
not exist. Well, perhaps that explains 
other ideas of Dr. Wiggam. 


For the sake of his family, let us hope 
Dr. Wiggam is not permitted to select the 


oil paintings and art objects for the home. | 


He might be able to select larger paintings 
than any other member of the family but 
art couldn’t influence him because he recog- 
nizes only that which can be measured in 
“quantity and amount.” 


We supposedly live in a land of liberty, 
and therefore, Dr. Wiggam should be per- 
mitted to act the part of a mental crack- 
pot as often as he may choose, but when he 
attempts to claim that his standard is the 
standard of ALL scientists, we wonder 
whether his exalted ego is not another one 
of those attempts to conceal an inferiority 
complex. 


There are greater scientists than Dr. 
Wiggam who do not subscribe to his nar- 






row-minded doctrines. Though he may 
prove that the ostrich does not hide by dig- 
ging its head into the sand, he fails to prove 
his own rating with the ostrich. He admits 
that to make his doctrines stand up, he 
must not listen to anyone having a different 
opinion. As he says, “When people start 
talking about ‘higher and lower planes of 
existence,’ I always reach for my hat.” 


Perhaps his host has already placed the 
hat within his reach with the query, 
“What’s your hurry?”. 

Under date of April 16th, 1936, David 
Dietz, Science Editor of the Scripps-Howard 
Newspapers enlightens us with some state- 
ments that might partially explain Dr. Wig- 
gam’s inability to see beyond his own fog. 
Says Mr. Dietz: 


The biologist and the psychologist have 
their attention centered upon the mecha- 
nisms of the human organism—they have 
been forced to assume as a working hy- 
pothesis the postulate that they were con- 
fronted with nothing which could not be 
explained by their sciences—We should not 
be surprised, therefore, if many biologists 
fail to look beyond this working hypothesis 
or even refuse to do so. The astronomer 
looking at the universe is impressed with its 
orderliness and its intelligent design. He 
sees not a universe of caprice and chaos but 
a universe which functions aecording to cer- 
tain universal laws. Dr. Arthur H. Comp- 
ton, Nobel Prize winner, famous physicist 
and authority on cosmic rays and other 
scientists are unwilling to believe that in 
this universe of marvelous design, the mind 
of man is an ephemeral phenomenon, flow- 
ering for a brief moment and then disin- 
tegrating. Dr. Compton propounds two ad- 
ditional reasons for his belief in immor- 
tality. One is that he feels there is reason 
for belief in the existence of free will. 
Through free will he believes, the action of 
the mind is freed from the inevitable cycle 
of physical cause and effect. He also calls 
attention to the fact that one need not be- 
lieve the mind and the brain identical. He 
prefers to believe they are not. 


If Dr. Wiggam would write about the 
Marks of a Clear Mind, let him first study 
the mind of Dr. Arthur H. Compton who 
has first qualified himself as one worthy of 
expressing an opinion by really serving the 
world with scientific achievements. Then 


let Dr. Wiggam question himself and find 
out just what he has done thus far to be 
of any value to his fellow man.

Little 
wonder that Dr. Dafoe is called the Fairy 
Godfather of the Dionne Quints. But alas!

have their wicked fairy Carabosse and the 
battle between white and dark magic will 
be a protracted one. 

Now that Dr. Dafoe has accomplished his 
medical miracle, the magnitude of which 
can be appreciated by one experienced 
glance at the above chart, there seems to be

a growing tendency on the part of doctors 
and psychologists to criticize in the press 
his methods and plans for the babies’ 
future. But picture the actual problem. 
Born in a rural home with no preparations 
but a kettle of hot water, to a mother at 
the verge of death from acute nephritis and 
shock, the babies were described by Dr. 
Dafoe (in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association) as two months pre- 
mature, “bluish-black in color, with bulg- 
ing foreheads, small faces, wrinkled skin 
and no subcutaneous tissue, enlarged soft 
‘tummies,’ flaccid muscles and spider-like 
limbs.” They had to be kept warm with 
hot water bottles and fed every two hours 
with an eyedropper. Incubators and sup- 
plies of mothers milk came the next week. 
Until the babies were more than two months 
old their lives were saved only by the 
prompt administration of oxygen when they 
became comatose and blue from suffocation, 
as they frequently did. The ogygen stimv- 
lation was also used daily to keep them eat- 
ing enough to gain weight. One can imag- 
ine, with sympathy for every one, the state 
of the Dionne household with all this going 
on. The babies in incubators, three nurses, 
cook and orderly, the doctor, the mother 
still very ill, the father and five other small 
children, several with bronchitis, all be- 
sieged by hordes of the curious public hang- 
ing about the house. Lack of proper iso- 
lation and sanitation brought on a severe 
intestinal toxaemia with each baby in turn 
early in the fall; they were in practically 
a dying condition when at last they could be 
moved into their new hospital home on Sep- 
tember 22, 1934. Under perfect scientific 
care they recovered and at present are said 
to have as good a chance for life as the 
average child. In March, 1935, each baby 


infection which extended to the ears. The 
smallest, Marie, had to have both ear drums 
operated upon and all recovered quite 
slowly. Those who criticize Dr. Dafoe’s in- 
sistence upon strict isolation for the babies 
might be warned by this serious conse 
quence of their first common cold. As he 1s 
quoted, “the trouble with these exceptional 
babies is that they are exceptional. They 
never can lead an absolutely normal life, 
but our job is to make it as normal 4s 
possible.” 


in turn suffered from a nose and throat 
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The public has been deluged with pictures 
of these lovable babies, movie publicity, ad- 
vertising and sentimental controversy over 
the Dionne family problems. Now it is an- 
nounced that the parents are beginning a 
movie this June, titled (more or less) pa- 
thetically, “Where Are My Children?” 
Which reminds the writer of the old stock 
company anecdote where the stage papa 
staggers out of his doorway, emoting 
“Where, oh where has that villain took my 
darling dotter?” and a plain old farmer in 
the audience yells, “Look right behind ye, 
in the tater patch, ye durn fool!” Like the 
farmer, we see instead of five tiny coffins 
under absolute parental control five happy, 
healthy little girls in their own hospital 
home across the road from the parents who 
can Visit them for several hours daily, their 
private physician in constant attendance, 
three nurses, a cook and handyman, two 
police guards, a trust fund, movie and pub- 
licity contracts which will make them all 
wealthy when they come of age. They are 
wards of King Edward the VIII but are 
being brought up in the religion and racial 
culture of their parents. The father is one 
of the three guardians, along with Dr. 
Dafoe and Judge Valin and he draws a 
monthly allowance of $200 from the trust 
fund. The Dionnes were on relief when the 
quints were born. 

All the quints have Gemini rising, be- 
tween one and ten degrees. Gemini rules 
relations with the brethren, mental abilities, 
speaking and writing. The Sun is in the 
Ascendant, conjunction Mars, opposition 
Moon, square Neptune, but preserved from 
these formidable dangers by Jupiter, the 
planet of good fortune in the house of 
health, work and service. Mercury rises 
below the Sun, giving rapid intellectual de- 
velopment; the trine from Saturn (con- 
servative authority, old men) in the house 
of friends and social organizations keeps 
this from being undesirable or shallow pre- 
cociousness.

are ever lulled to sleep. They are born 
actresses, with Mercury rising in Gemini, 
sextile Venus, conjunction Uranus, trine 
Saturn, also the Sun rising aspected by 
Neptune in the dramatic fifth house. Their 
first starring movie turns out a sensational 
success; later ones will continue to endear 
them to the hearts of millions. Later on 
they will travel a great deal and delight 
theater audiences; that is, if they are ever 
robust enough to risk infection by contact 
with crowds which I doubt. They are too 
subject to nose, throat, ear and lung. in- 
fections complicated by kidney conditions. 
Normal womanhood is out of the question, 
with the Moon so terribly afflicted, Venus- 
Uranus in the twelfth and Neptune afflicted 
in the fifth. Their lives will always be set 
in the midst of strife so far as parents and 
brethren are concerned; the people who 
deplore their loss of their own mother’s 
tenderness are crying about something they 
could never have enjoyed in any case due 
to the Moon’s opposition of the Sun and 
Mars and square of Saturn. Before pity- 
ing the quints, however, we should put in 
the scales their splendid mental, dramatic 
and financial capacities, their Fairy God- 
father who has brought them the gifts of 
life, financial abundance and his determina- 
tion that they shall grow up safely into 
real ladies, and last but far from least, the 
sisterly affection that will keep them merry 
and contented with each other’s company 
in the happy privacy of their life withdrawn 
from public gaze.

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Jersey Justice 


Macu has been printed about Jersey 
Justice in the past few months. It has been 
contended that the effort to discover whether 
or not Bruno Richard Hauptmann was 
really guilty before he was executed was 
an affront to Jersey Justice and that his 
blood was required as a sacrifice to this 
fetish. 

For Jersey Justice is a fetish, if what its 
defenders have written about it be true. 
It is based upon the same principle which 
guided the judgment of the professional 
London juror who was interviewed by a 
reporter. : 

“You have served on a great many juries, 
haven’t you?” the reporter asked. 

“That I ’ave, sir,” replied the professional 
juryman proudly. “Thousands of ’em.” 

The reporter pursued the subject from 
the news angle. 

“How do you arrive at your verdicts?” he 
asked, with his pencil poised over his note- 
book, after the manner of London reporters. 

The professional juryman frowned in 
deep concentration. 

“Well, sir, it’s this wye,” he answered. 
“T looks at ’em there in the dock and I says 
to myself, ‘If you hadn’t done nuthin’, you 
wouldn’t be here,’ and so I brings ’em all in 
guilty.” 

Bruno Hauptmann is dead and turned to 
ashes. For him, his case is closed. For the 
rest of us and for Jersey in particular, that 
ease is still unfinished business and is likely 
to remain so for a long time to come. Jer- 
sey Justice has been vindicated in that 
highest seat of authority in the State, the 
electric chair. The pronouncement of that 
Jersey Judge who said just before the exe- 
cution that it made no difference if Haupt- 
mann was proven innocent at the last mo- 
ment. He would have to “burn” anyway, 
said this Judge, because Jersey law pro- 
vided no means for the alteration of a sen- 
tence once imposed. 

This is not an argument for the defense 
of Bruno Hauptmann. He has appealed 
his case to a Court where the laws and 
ordinances of New Jersey do not rule and 
the decision of that Court on that appeal 
will never be known to us, despite the enter- 
prise of the tabloid newspapers. Give them 
what they would call the credit for being 
perfectly willing to send a photographer to 
make a flashlight picture of God handing

down his decision, but that is one place to 
which they cannot send their reporters on 
assignment or any other way. 

The writer who signs the entirely fic- 
titious name at the head of this story had 
a box seat through the last acts of the 
Hauptmann drama. The editors of this 
publication know what and where that seat 
was and they know that it was not behind 
a post; let it go at that. I saw and heard 
and my meals didn’t stay with me. 

Let us look at this Hauptmann affair dis- 
passionately, if that be possible, which I 
doubt. Hauptmann was caught with cer- 
tain moneys in his possession. Those 
moneys were identified as part of the Lind- 
bergh ransom payment. There was definite 
evidence that this money was paid to some- 
body in the State of New York. Haupt- 
mann was arrested in New York. The 
State of New York had an excellent case 
against him and could have. convicted him 
for extortion before any reasonable jury. 

Across the Hudson, though, there stood 
the State Police of New Jersey, who stood 
in a bad light. They had fumbled the case 
to date, just as earlier they had fumbled 
the Hall-Mills murder case, which made 
New Brunswick famous. Their fumbling in 
that earlier. case had drawn suspicious eyes 
and tongues upon them, particularly when 
it began to be noised about that men who 
lost their jobs on the New Jersey State 
Police often found light and well-remu- 
nerated employment in New Brunswick. 

The New Jersey State Police had to have 
a-conviction of somebody for something. 
It is to be supposed that there is a brother- 
hood among policemen and one can imagine 
that the excellent New York City coppers 
had pity upon their brethern across the 
Hudson—or maybe they had some doubts 
about their ability to convict Hauptmann in 
New York and were willing to let Jersey 
play its hand. 

Whatever the cause, they let Hauptmann 
go to New Jersey for trial on charges of 
kidnaping and murder in that State. One 
of the unwritten stories of that decision is 
the simultaneous decision of Mr. Edgar 
Hoover of the Nation’s Department of Jus- 
tice. Mr. Hoover is a person who likes to, 
and does, get his men under the law and 
with honestly complete (or completely hon- 
est) evidence. 
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At the time that Hauptmann was taken 
to Jersey, Mr. Hoover is privately reported 
to have said, in effect—“Try that man in 
New York.on the evidence you have and 
the Department of Justice will work with 
you. Take him to New Jersey on the other 
charge and every D. J. man on the case will 
be off it and on his way out of New York 
in ten minutes after you make that de- 
cision.” 

Whatever the circumstances, the Depart- 
ment of Justice DID call off its men within 
a few minutes after Hauptmann was or- 
dered to Jersey to stand trial there—and 
they stayed off and are still off. 

The alleged fact that Hauptmann had 
in his possession in New York State money 
which was part of a ransom extorted in 
New York State was the business of New 
York State. By no possible freak of the 
most fantastic imagination was .it the offi- 
cial business of the State of New Jersey— 
unless the State of New Jersey had evidence 
that he was guilty of a graver crime com- 
mitted within its borders. 

As a matter of actual fact, the authori- 
ties of neither State had very much to say 
about the making of that decision. The 
kidnaping had been a gift from Heaven to 
the scrambling circulation managers of the 
New York tabloid and near-tabloid news- 
papers. They had photographed and rhap- 
sodized and editorialized and raved in box- 
car type about the horror and the terror 
and the mystery and the frightfulness of 
the crime until they had themselves and 
their readers in a state of mind (for lack 
of a better word) three stages past hysteria. 

The story had dragged as time went by 
and the arrest of Hauptmann was a chance 
to start the presses running overtime again. 
There is a superstition among newspaper 
publishers to the effect that quantity of 
circulation is something to sell to adver- 
tisers. Some advertisers fall for the argu- 
ment, not stopping to think that a news- 
paper buyer who pays his pennies to have 
his emotions harrowed by the gory details 
of a murder is not likely to peruse the same 
newspaper with the intention of seeking 
arguments to convince him where he should 
buy a pair of shoes. 

Anyway, the circulation managers had 
their gallows all built and here was a man 
to hang upon it. They tried him on Page 
One, took straw votes on his guilt on Page 
Three and convicted him on the editorial 
page. They anticipated the trial and the 
evidence and printed the verdict before the 
Court convened. 

One near-tabloid is reputed to have gone 
so far as to pay $7,500 in advance for a 
confession which it never received. 

’ To back this campaign up with a seeming 





righteousness, these newspapers (again for 
lack of a more clearly descriptive word) 
revived an old phrase once current on the 
western shore of the Hudson and down the 


eastern bank of the Delaware. That was 
the title of this story—“Jersey Justice.” 
They harped on the Mosiac firmness and 
accuracy of Jersey Justice and they revelled 
in advance over its advertised and forth- 
coming demonstration on the body of Bruno 
Hauptmann. There is another old Jersey 
term which they overlooked. That term is 
“Jersey Lightning,” and it was formerly ap- 
plied to the potent distillation of Jersey ap- 
ples. They might have given this last term 
at least an even break in the publicity, for 
“Jersey Lightning” had far more influence 
upon the frenzied “news” stories sent out 
of Flemington than did “Jersey Justice.” 

The tabloids and their larger-paged 
brethern had their minstrel show at Flem- 
ington. They had the greatest variety of 
vaudeville acts ever put on under a single 
roof. While one reporter for a Pennsyl- 
vania paper sat day after day with a hidden 
telephone in his hand, connected by direct 
wire to his City Editor, other reporters who 
sought interviews from a member of the 
defense counsel had to wait until he had 
consulted the representative of a New York 
newspaper and had been told what he would 
be permitted to say to the press. 

Telegraph companies set up their offices 
in the Flemington Court House, and so 
great was the volume of travel among their 
messenger boys that they had to station a 
traffic officer in the hallway—a traffic officer 
who would read the address on each piece 
of “copy” and shoutingly direct the boy to 
the right instrument by yelling, “Paris,” 
“London,” “Berlin,” “San Francisco,” 
“Pittsburgh,” or whatever city the message 
might be aimed at. 

Through a hole in the wall of the Court- 
room peeped the ear of a sound-recording 
instrument. Flashlights boomed and shut- 
ters snapped. Stars of stage and screen 
and racket thronged into the crowded room, 
as many as a hundred a day by grace of 
“subpoenas” issued by Counsel for both 
prosecution and defense, these “subpoenas” 
being devices to obtain admission for the 
friends of the lawyers under the false pre- 
tense that the holders thereof were actually 
witnesses with knowledge of the crime. 

Such was the stage setting for Jersey 
Justice. The Judge did the best he could 
with a situation which was beyond the han- 
dling of any man. He fought to keep his 


Courtroom clear and his trial dignified. 
Sheriff and lawyers promised him each 
night that the burlesque would not be per- 
mitted to renew itself the following day, but 
forgot their. promises in the morning and 
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the madness mounted with each passing 
day. 

Out of some vague and pointless testi- 
mony given in this madhouse din, the Jury 
brought a verdict of “Guilty.” It has been 
said that at least one member of that Jury 
felt doubts, but abandoned them upon being 
promised a job in the public service—a job 
which that Jury member still holds. 

Hauptmann went to the death house at 
Trenton and the Counsel for the defense 
took the permitted legal steps to higher 
Courts. The verdict stood. No attempt 
was ever made to question that verdict. 
The New Jersey Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals was not asked to pass upon the guilt 
or innocence of Hauptmann. They were 
asked to say whether or not, in their opin- 
ion, the Jury at Flemington had a right to 
decide as they did upon the evidence before 
them. The Court of Errors and Appeals 
ruled that if the Jury wanted to believe the 
case as presented by the prosecution, it had 
the privilege of doing so. That was all that 
the Court of Errors and Appeals decided. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
simply refused to hear the case, without 
prejudice to either prosecution or defense. 
Then six Judges of the Court of Errors and 
Appeals, sitting as members of the Court 
of Pardons, sustained their previous de- 
cision. Could they be expected to reverse 
themselves? 

Governor Hoffman of New Jersey came 
into the situation—intruded himself and 
“interfered” with “Jersey Justice,” so his 
critics said. The newspapers who had con- 
victed Hauptmann to increase street sales 
poured the vials of their wrath upon the 
Governor. He sought publicity, they said— 
and proceeded to shower upon him pub- 
licity of a kind no man in his right mind 
would seek or value after he got it. Har- 
old Hoffman is an exceedingly sane man— 
quite the sanest man who has appeared in 
this grim show. Also, he is by a wide mar- 
gin the bravest. 

This remarkably clear-headed man re- 
fused to see the trial, conviction and exe- 
cution of Bruno Hauptmann as a Broadway 
melodrama, staged as a continuous benefit 
performance for the circulation managers 
of metropolitan newspapers. He tried to 
find the truth which all reasonable people 
now know was hidden at Flemington and 
was hidden in that bare room where Colonel 
Kimberling’s reluctant hand dropped as the 
signal to usher into the Beyond a man of 
whose entire guilt he was not satisfied—for 
Colonel Kimberling, too, is a reasonable 
man. 

Thousands—I don’t know how many thou- 
sands—of men and women have written or 
telegraphed to Governor Hoffman about this 


case. These thousands of communications 
disclose a very remarkable thing. While 
newspapers were clamoring for the death 
of Hauptmann and the impeachment of the 
Governor, these thousands took their pens 
in hand to state their opinion in the prem- 
ises—and by a margin of two hundred to 
one they said the Governor was right in his 
course and that the newspapers were wrong. 
And remember, please, that their only 
source of information was the newspapers. 

The people still think for themselves and 
they follow facts to their lair with a high 
average of unfailing judgment. They read 
and considered the attacks upon Governor 
Hoffman and they decided that here was a 
brave man hewing to his line of duty and 
justice without regard for clamor. They 
felt that here was a man who was in his 
proper place and they felt that so strongly 
that they took the trouble to tell him what 
they thought. Maybe it helped him to stand 
fast to that last lonely hour when he could 
do no more and he had to watch the clock 
as hopelessly and helplessly as did the wife 
of the man in the electric chair. I don’t 
know whether it helped him or not, for he 
is a man who never asks for help and is too 
strong to need help—but I think it did. 
Governor Hoffman is very human and the 
touch of those invisible shoulders may have 
made him think of the Argonne, where all 
the world was reduced to one’s self and the 
man who fought beside. 

So much for the Hauptmann Case. 
Maybe some day there will be another 
Hauptmann Case. Maybe some day there 
may be before us another decision to make. 
We may have to decide whether or not 
Bruno Hauptmann was murdered and who 
_ pay the penalty that was exacted from 

im. 

The matter now before us is this state of 
mind which is called Jersey Justice. There 
is such a thing in the minds of many Jer- 
sey folk—a feeling that the law and not 
justice is the master. Too many Jersey 
Juries retire to their room of decision with 
the feeling of the London juror whose story 
began this essay. Too often they make 
their decision upon the plea of the prose- 
cutor rather than on the meaning of the 
evidence. 

Too often they feel that they have a col- 
lective reputation to maintain—a tradition 
that when a crime is committed in New 
Jersey, someone must suffer for it—prefer- 
ably the criminal, but at any rate, some- 
body. 

It was only a few weeks ago that a Jer- 
sey Judge had before him for sentence a 
boy not yet out of his teens. The crime 
was not a serious infraction of the peace of

It will be noticed that even numbers in 
general refer to fair weather conditions, 
odd figures indicate unsettled weather.

2 8 0 would mean the place of high pres- 
sure on the map with rains receding and 
weather conditions becoming quiet or sta- 
tionary.. In this way we read the combina- 
tions to get some idea of weather conditions 
on the regional map for the day. : 

Temperature is to be judged by the 
monthly temperature charts below. The 
United States has been divided into four 
zones, Atlantic Seaboard, South Central, 
North Central and Pacific Coast. The day 
of the month.is on the left of each zone and 
normal temperature is designated by the 
heavy line. Warmer weather to the right, 
cooler weather to the left of this line.

are able to transfer to their love some of 
the stability of the square she bears from 
the dour but substantial Saturn. To most 
of us, largely influenced by personal con- 
cerns, unable or unwilling to understand 
the more detached, selfless, and universal 
of the Saturnine vibration, his square to 
Venus will mean some disappointment from 
the fickleness of others ... or some loss of 
opportunity through the fears and miscon- 
ceptions of our own natures. But to those 
of us who can be mature, restrained, seri- 
ous without being dejected, profound in 
love without dusting all the glamor from his 
wings, the square of Saturn to Venus may 
make possible a steadying of the more ec- 
centric forces of the month—a_ bringing- 
down-to-reality of the romantic implications

This will require a good deal of insight, 
foresight, and self-abnegation on the part 
of anyone who elects to tread the primrose 
path of romance ... for there are thorns 
among these primroses, liberally sprinkled 
and cunningly concealed . .. and it will re- 
quire a sharp eye, and a vigilant spirit, to 
avoid them. 

With respect to more general matters, 
this same mutable cross has a definite polit- 
ical and economic story to tell, with respect 
both to the United States, and the rest of 
the world. 

Mars in Gemini contacts the natal Mars 
of the United States, in the 22nd degree, 
where this year he makes the exact square 
to Saturn, the less exact but very important 
opposition to Jupiter and square to Nep- 
tune ... as well as the square to the Nep- 
tune in the natal horoscope of the United 
States. Financially, this means, we think, 
the beginning of the end of the False Pros- 
perity that has developed this spring; it 
means either a sudden collapse of the boom, 
or—what is still more dangerous!—a re- 
vitalization of it along extremely dangerous 
lines which will make collapse soon, and 
inevitable. We do not like this role of 
Jeremiah into which the planets force us, 
but we cannot honestly do other than tell 
our readers that nothing of an expanded, 
over-extended nature (whether in public 
or private business credit) can hope to 
survive this period without serious setbacks 
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and losses; and to suggest again, as we 
have done so many times in the past, that 
you should approach this period with every- 
thing of a business nature in the soundest 
possible shape. 

Politically, this Mars in Gemini is addi- 
tionally significant because it also contacts 
(in the 27th degree of Gemini) the Mars of 
President Roosevelt’s nativity. This marks 
a cyclic period in his life and career; he 
will go forward from here with renewed 
energy and self-confidence, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that his opposition is powerful. 
But it seems that in June, the opposition 
becomes more and more confused; schisms 
arise in the ranks of both major parties, 
and the schisms seem to hurt the Republi- 
can Old Guard rather than Mr. Roosevelt 
and his cohorts. It will begin to look in 
June as if we are in for a three (or four) 
cornered battle in the November elections. 
And harsh will be the words that are said, 
and the accusations that are levelled, when 
the Conventions meet. 

So far as Europe is concerned, we ex- 
pect to see I] Duce on the warpath... 
and this may well be literal. His personal- 
ity is under peculiar stress now, and he is 
bound to break forth in action. England’s 
best efforts are thrown into the breach here 
to preserve the peace of Europe... and 
the time is not ripe in June for a general 
conflict such as the lines are apparently 
being drawn for. But there will be strained 
hours and days and weeks, all month long 
. .. and it seems likely that we shall have 
the high idealism and integrity of the 
young King of England, and of his Min- 
ister, Mr. Eden, to thank, if the war clouds 
are dispelled without bloodshed. There is 
something peculiarly shifty about the polit- 
ical and military setup of Europe now. As 
this is written (April 1) Hitler appears to 
be the danger spot. But in some way 
which it would be difficult to guess at were 
it not for the motion and indices of the 
planets, he appears to subside, and to leave 
the business of heckling to the poor dove of 
Peace to his neighbor to the south. Both 
of these dictators are strongly Uranian, 
and both will continue to be menaces to 
peace, for a long time, since Uranus in 
Taurus is activating both their horoscopes 
aggressives, ... Hitler’s by conjunction 
with Major planets, Mussolini’s by square, 
and by seventh house position as it transits. 
But in June it will be Mussolini who will 
take up the work where his German neigh- 
bor has left it. And he is likely to do a 
pretty thorough job of throwing a scare 
into the world. We suspect Japan of ex- 
erting some kind of remote control on this 
situation, because the horoscope of the 
Emperor is under much the same _influ- 


ences. And judging by the horoscope of 
Stalin, Russia is a huge, much-needed, buf- 
fer between these countries with similar 
imperialistic aims. 

There is some confusion in public and 
private thinking as Mercury retrogrades, 
till June 13th. Here he bears the conjunc- 
tion of Venus, and so for the first week, 
the confusion bears the stamp of high 
idealism . .. which doesn’t seem to come 
to much practical fruition. After this, how- 
ever, Venus moves away, squaring Neptune 
and opposing Jupiter, and while Mercury 
is still moving backward, till the 13th, 
things are in quite a muddle. Following 
this, he moves forward again, and intel- 
lectual powers pick up, decisions are arrived 
at, plans go ahead. Your best time for 
going ahead with new ideas, plans, and 
schemes, will be from June 14 till the end 
of the month, though if you’re wise you 
won’t clinch deals till after the beginning 
of July. But there is a definitely calmer 
tone to things after the Sun and Venus get 
into Cancer (Sun, the 21st; Venus, the 
23rd) and make for some of the stability 
which June has so conspicuously lacked. 
In the last week, the country is calmer 
than it has been, more hopeful and opti- 
mistic, ready to press forward along the 
lines of the boom which received a momen- 
tary setback. We still do not believe in the 
soundness of this boom... but we feel 
that a degree of caution will have been 
added by the end of the month which will 
give it a more convincing aura of sanctity 
and authority. There is some chance here, 
in the last week of June and the beginning 
of July, for quick profits in business trans- 
actions, and in real-estate. But the profits 
must be quick ... quick buy, quick sell. 
Things depended on now for the long pull 
will start out like a house afire ... and 
collapse like the same.

A Forecast for 
June, 1936 


J... will be a more or less unforgettable 
month not only for the United States but 
for the world. The two conventions of the 
major parties will occur in June. The first 
will be the Republican Convention on June 
9th at Cleveland, Ohio. While we are not 
able to forecast the time of the exact calling 
to order of the convention, it may be that. 
noon will be the hour. At any rate we may 
consider that on an occasion of this kind 
noon is a characteristic time. However, the 
Republicans have picked anything but a for- 
tunate day for their convention. The Sun 
is in almost exact conjunction with Mars 
and early the next morning it is in opposi- 
tion to Jupiter. We know that the Repub- 
lican Party has usually been said to be 
ruled by this same Jupiter. 

Mars and Jupiter are in almost exact 
opposition. The Sun is applying, also, to 
the square of Saturn in Pisces. The subri- 
quet by which the Republican Party has 
been known is “the elephant.” In astrology, 
we say that Pisces, the natural ruler of 
the 12th, the house of large animals, is the 
definite ruler of the elephant. Saturn be- 
ing in Pisces, at this time afflicted, does not, 
it seems to me, augur well for the elephant. 
In addition, the Moon is decreasing in light 
and anything started in the decreasing 
Moon is less likely to prevail and to con- 
tinue, than are things which are started in 
the increasing Moon. Since the Moon does 
not begin to increase until late at night 
on the 18th of June, the nomination of the 
Republican candidate will be made in the 
decreasing moon unless some unusual con- 
ditions keep the convention in session until 
after the 18th. However, Jupiter in Sagit- 
tarius would indicate that there will be 
plenty of money for expenses and that it 
will be very lavishly spent. With the Sun 
in conjunction with Mars, it is scarcely 
to be imagined that the convention will be 
harmonious. There will be very bitter de- 
nunciation of all and sundry at this con- 
vention and floods of oratory. With Venus 
square Neptune, some very brilliant and 
expensive entertainment will’ probably be 
provided for the delegates. 

The Democratic convention will take place 
on June 28rd at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 
Assuming that it is called to order at noon, 
the Moon will be in Leo and the Sun in 
Cancer. Here we get the influence of a car-

dinal sign. The Moon is now increasing in 
light. At the time of the convention the 


Sun will be going over the Moon in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s horoscope. The aspect 
which the Sun is applying to is the sextile 
of Uranus. It is just separating from the 
conjunction of Venus and applying to the 
conjunction of Mars in Cancer. Since Can- 
cer rules New York, the New York dele- 
gation and its actions and sayings will be 
the feature of the convention. Undoubtedly 
the convention will renominate President 
Roosevelt and, I believe, the nomination will 
be almost unanimous. Nevertheless, since 
Mercury squares Neptune, there will be 
confusion in some quarters and many lies 
will be told. I believe that the nominee of 
this convention will be elected. 

Part of June will be under the domina- 
tion of the new Moon of May 20th. The 
planetary positions, however, during June 
are of themselves sufficient to make con- 
ditions very stirred up through the world. 
In particular the galaxy of planets in 
Gemini upsets the United States. However, 
Gemini is a very important sign where 
the City of London is concerned and is 
tenated by Mars, Mercury, Venus, and the 
Sun up to the time of the Cancer Ingress. 
London will be in a ferment. King Edward 
VIII will have cause for agitation and 
Sir Anthony Eden will be in the public eye. 
The English royal family, including Queen 
Mary, will have some anxious moments dur- 
ing June. Queen Mary’s birthday shows 
the sign Gemini and the King of England 
has Neptune and Jupiter in Gemini. Mus- 
solini will be at a fever heat, since he, also, 
has two Gemini planets. Trouble will be 
rife in Spain. Several important astrolog- 
ical conditions occur in June. One of these 
is the total eclipse of the Sun falling in 
Europe June 19th, but in this country about 
midnight between the 18th and the 19th. 
This eclipse is visible from Russia on a line 
down through the Mediterranean. It affects 
the Soviet Government very much, and they 
are already making preparations to instruct 
the peasants in the way it occurs and in 
its mechanics. It is a very war-like eclipse 
and when it shines over Europe it may 
herald or inaugurate the march of armed 
men and the clash of militant nations. 

Uranus having now come up thus far 
into Taurus will affect Hitler. This eclipse 
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occurs between the Democratic and the Re- 
publican national conventions of 1936. The 
other astrological event to which I referred 
earlier is the Cancer Ingress of June 21st. 
It is closely linked with the eclipse, since its 
date and that of the eclipse so nearly coin- 
cide. For the United States, Leo rises with 
the great fixed star Regulus directly upon 
the ascendant in 28-43 Leo. Capet Algol 
is in the tenth house not far from the mid- 
heaven. The ruler of the ascendant is the 
Sun and it is placed in the eleventh house 
of the horoscope which rules friendly na- 
tions. The Sun is doubly powerful because 
its passage into Cancer is the event which 
the Ingress celebrates. The eclipse shows 
trouble to friendly nations, numerous 
deaths, and trouble in the Cabinet. The 
Sun is directly with, or almost with the 
Dragon’s Tail. Nevertheless, this Ingress 
does not mean war where the United States 
is concerned.

Gone is the first of the mutable signs 
of the Zodiac, of which the other three are 
Virgo, Sagittarius, and Pisces. Each of 
these latter three is activated this year by 
the presence of a major planet: Neptune in 
Virgo, Jupiter in Sagittarius, and Saturn 
in Pisces. Thus Gemini alone is left with- 
out an inhabitant during the bulk of 1936, 
standing on the fourth arm of the cross, 
and forming the fourth corner of it. Na- 
tives of Gemini find themselves, therefore, 
at a focal point of all the forces that are 
dominating 1936; for the Sun in Gemini 
now bears the square of Saturn, the square 
of Neptune, and the opposition of Jupiter. 
Do not allow yourself, if you are a Gemini 
native, to be frightened by the ominous 
sound of these squares and this opposition. 
Squares and oppositions have acquired a 
bad name in astrological circles, until re- 
cently, when investigation strongly sug- 
gests that they are not really the villains of 
the piece at all. 

Look at it in this light. Your Sun repre- 
sents the first house of your Solar Horo- 
scope. The other mutable signs represent 
the other angles of your solar horoscope: 
Virgo represents the fourth, domestic, foun- 
dation-building house; Sagittarius repre- 
sents the seventh, marriage, environment, 
public relations house; Pisces represents 
the tenth, fame, career, publicity, public 
recognition house. 

These houses—fourth, seventh, tenth— 
are, next to the first, the most important

dynamic houses of the horoscope—the so- 
called angular houses. To have them occu- 
pied at birth is a sign that you will not lead 
a life of obscurity by any means. To have 
them occupied at all indicates an active life, 
an interesting life, a life in which you go 
places and do things. And conversely, it is 
almost impossible for one to achieve any 
recognition if he has not angular houses 
oecupied at birth. Not everyone with angu- 
lar houses occupied is famous; but pretty 
nearly everyone who is famous has angular 
houses occupied. 

Now any planet which is by transit in the 
fourth, seventh, or tenth houses of your 
horoscope (as Neptune, Jupiter, and Saturn 
are now) is necessarily in square to your 
solar ascendant and to your Sun. But this 
does not mean, by any means, that these 
squares and oppositions are dangerous, in 
themselves. It does mean that as all these 
planets activate the angles of your solar 
horoscope, you will have an active, an in- 
teresting, an exciting, a stimulating year. 
It does not mean necessarily a smooth run- 
ning year, a year all lilies and roses... 
but was there ever any excitement, or any 
progress, without some degree of anxiety, 
pressure, apprehension, while the progress 
was being worked out! Those who hold 
that squares and oppositions are “bad” 
must necessarily expect and believe that all 
good comes fluently ... drops, as mercy, 
“like the gentle rain from heaven, upon the 
place beneath.” They must believe that 
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fame, wealth, success, come simply with 
the wave of a wand... for the trines and 
sextiles which they hold to be “good” (in 
contradistinction to the squares and oppo- 
sitions, which they hold to be “bad’”’) have 
about them, and translate to their children 
a quality of relaxed calm and peace which 
we cannot refrain from believing to be 
laziness.

Now, no son or daughter of Gemini can 
possibly consider as “bad” anything that 
brings activity, excitement, motion, and 
progress into his life! For Gemini, the 
ever-active, ever-restless, ever-on-the-move 
sign, asks nothing better of life than that 
it should provide plenty to do, and a large 
appreciative audience for whom to do it 
. .. with some of the financial acclaim of 
the world added unto its applause. And 
since this is precisely what these current 
conditions in tthe skies are offering to 
Gemini now, the year ahead looks to me as 
if it will be for Gemini at least stimulat- 
ing, expanding, and exciting. 

I think it worth while to tell you what 
you may hear. about these conditions from 
other astrological sources, if only to state, 
specifically and definitively, that I think 
these readings erroneous. They are based 
on a rigid ancient conception of the planets 
and their influence which modern investiga- 
tion proves to be not wholly acceptable by 
any means. 

Thus, you will hear from, or read in, 
other sources (I have already read it my- 
self, in several places) that as Saturn goes 
through your Solar Tenth house you may 
expect heavy losses, great reversals, dis- 
grace, collapse of business, ruin through 
deceitful superiors, prison terms, confine- 
ment in hospitals ... in short, every calam- 
ity which the imagination of man can put 
together out of the tenth house (your solar 
tenth), and the twelfth sign Pisces, in 
which Saturn now is... You will be told 
that because Neptune is in your solar 
fourth, your home will be broken up; your 
husband (or wife) will run away with the 
cook (Virgo, sign of servants!); that your 
trusted man Friday will abscond with the 
family plate; that the children will fall ill; 
that your pets (Virgo also rules small ani- 
mals, and Neptune therein is said to be 
dreadful on cats and dogs!) will sicken and 
die; that your flowers won’t come up, and 


that the bank will foreclose on the mort- 
gage. ... As if this were not enough, there 
are even those astrologers who will hold 
that because Jupiter is opposing your Sun, 
you yourself will be subject to fevers, in- 
flammatory complaints of the joints, tuber- 
culosis, dropsy, gout, blood and liver trou- 
bles, with a strong tendency toward dia- 
betes, and more than a trifling inclination 
to eat yourself out of house, home, and good 
health. 

I run through this long catalogue of male- 
dictions both to clear the decks for action, 
and also to assure my readers that I know 
about all these forebodings of doom, that I 
realize from what method of astrological 
analysis they arise, and that I have left 
them out of this forecast not because I 
forgot them, but because I believe that the 
influences at work have a totally different 
effect from these which we may now pro- 
ceed to forget. 

This much, however, is true, out of the 
above Jeremiad. There is tension and 
strain this year, for the natives of Gemini. 
But the tension and strain may be given a 
constructive and progressive, as well as a 
destructive and retrogressive interpreta- 
tion... and result. And it is the province 
of astrology to find this constructive and 
progressive method of interpretation .. . 
and, following the interpretation, to assist 
to the progressive and constructive method 
of living. Life, like St. Paul, is “all things 
to all men”. . . to the ignorant, the weak, 
the pessimistic, all things are evil; to the 
enlightened, the aware, the strong, the 
courageous, all things are good. Opportun- 
ity abounds: it remains chiefly to find it. 

How shall you, Gemini, find it in 1936? 

Your position has increased in impor- 
tance. You have popularity; you have peo- 
ple around you. Your internal nature is 
being wakened with a new insight, a new 
sobriety and inspiration of approach to all 
things, to all people. There is an unusual 
condition in your home life . . . perhaps 
some confusion, perhaps some glamor, per- 
haps some of both. You are being initiated 
into the world, a new world—a world that 
has suddenly come alive, or is coming alive. 
You have gone through the mill, since 
1927-8-9 ... and if you have plugged along 
conscientiously, you are beginning to see 
light ahead, you are beginning to feel that 
all have gone to some good purpose, and 
that you may find some pot of gold at the 
end of the rainbow, either literally or fig- 
uratively. 

This is caused by the fact that Saturn 
has climbed over the horizon of your horo- 
scope, and is now in your midheaven, op- 
posing the Neptune which is now in fourth 
house. 
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NEPTUNE IN FouRTH—SATURN IN TENTH 


As this condition takes effect, as it does 
during 1986 when it is a more or less 
chronic matter, the great temptation will be 
to take undue risks with your security and 
your authority—to go too far along the line 
that opens up so alluringly now; to push 
your luck to the limit, and through this to 
topple over the structure you have built. 
You will tend to be tremendously optimis- 
tic... for the classic idea that Saturn in 
tenth and in square to your Sun makes for 
gloom and depression is erradicated here by 
the fact that the exuberant Jupiter in your 
seventh raises your spirits so high that 
Saturn cannot tear them down. Those 
around you are so optimistic that you sim- 
ply have to be; you would be less than 
human if you did not respond to all the 
courage and vision that you find in your 
associates. Saturn has increased your pres- 
tige, your friends and associates have in- 
creased your ego... you may well get ex- 
panded ideas of yourself . . . and herein lies 
the danger, which is best described as the 
danger of the swelled head, the danger of 
pushing your luck too far... the danger 
of believing yourself and your luck invul- 
nerable, and of testing it too hard, over too 
long a period of time. The antidote for 
this is simple ... it is simply: be humble, 
be moderate, be cautious. You will not 
find this an easy prescription to follow, for 
you aren’t feeling humble . . . you’re feel- 
ing pretty well pleased with yourself, and 
with some cause. You feel that “everything 
is going to be all right”. . . that “prosper- 
ity is just around the corner”... that the 
Depression is over, and that Happy Days 
Are Here Again! Right there, beware! 
Don’t boast. Don’t be sure. Don’t take 
things for granted till they are accom- 
plished. Don’t cross your bridges till you 
come to them... nor spend your money till 
you’ve got it. Don’t cross any bridges with- 
out being sure that they’ll be there if, when, 
and as you want to come back. For little 
as you may be inclined to believe it now, you 
may well want to come back! There is no 
reason why disgrace or misfortune should 
overtake you, except if you get the engine 
to turning so fast that you can’t stop it, 
and jam into a telegraph pole. You have 
nothing to fear from circumstances, from 
ill luck, from misfortune. All the things 
you have to fear are rooted in your own 
nature, which is exuberant, full of self-con- 
fidence and love of life, full of ego and full 
of sureness of the future. Keep this op- 
timism . . . but keep it to yourself. Your 


self-assurance will last longer, and prove 
more valuable, if you use it sparingly, al- 
most grudgingly. 


Don’t talk about what 


you are going to do: go and do it! Don’t 
waste your self confidence by telling every- 
one about it; keep it to yourself, and let it 
show out in the sureness and quietness of 
your manner, in your determined way of 
following through your plans. You have 
a tendency to tell your plans too much, and 
to do too little about them; and through 
both of these things, you dissipate energy, 
and waste opportunity. Remember that 
every time you tell a plan before it is ac- 
complished, you use up a little of the energy 
that ought to go into the accomplishment of 
the idea. Therefore, learn secrecy, and find 
out how much better your plans work out 
when no one is in on them... find out also 
the great satisfaction of announcing an 
idea, a something done, something put over, 
rather than just as something that you’re 
thinking about. 

These, then, are the dangers of Saturn 
opposing Neptune across your tenth and 
fourth houses; and they may be summed up 
as being a danger of losing security through 
over-expansion and the danger of dissipat- 
ing energy through too much talk and too 
little action. 


JUPITER IN SEVENTH 


The fact that these Saturn-Neptune in- 
fluences can be given a constructive turn. is 
borne out by the position of Jupiter (till 
December 2) in your solar seventh house. 
It is Jupiter who will make the opportuni- 
ties of Saturn congenial, who will give you 
the needed support from those around you, 
for the accomplishment of your plans. Your 
opportunity this year comes from strong 
and important people who open doors to 
you magically ... if you are living on the 
modest, self-assured vibration of Saturn 
and Neptune, and not on the boastful, arro- 
gant, or pompous side of those planets. 
Jupiter also inclines to too much expansion 
... and the only way you can be sure of 
getting the best of the vibration of these 
three planets is to be cautious, to tinge 
your optimism with skeptism, to be sure 
that whatever “chances” you take are not 
really chances at all. Even when you ap- 
pear to be burning your bridges behind 
you... even when you appear to be living 
with dash and arrogance and abandon .. 
you can leave one steel girder there to walk 
back over if the time should come. Go 
through this year with the assurance of 
success, yes! but with the mental reserva- 
tion that even if things don’t go as well as 
you hope, you will still know what to do 
about it. Hope for the best, but expect the 
worst; for by being prepared for the worst, 
even though it never comes, you accomplish 
two things. In the first place, you stop 
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worrying about it: when you’ve settled 
what you’re going to do under the worst 
possible circumstances, you don’t have it 
preying on your mind: it’s settled; you may 
never have to do it, and you hope you won’t, 
but it ceases to be a fear when you have 
faced it in your imagination. Second, when 
you have freed your mind from this worry, 
you are able to think so logically and so 
clearly and so rationally, that you are bet- 
ter able to control your life and the oppor- 
tunities that arise in it. 

Thus, under these three planets—Saturn, 
Neptune, and Jupiter—make your watch- 
words Assurance (but not conceit)—Cau- 
tion (but not timidity)—Progress (but not 
recklessness)——Prudence (but not fear)— 
expansion of horizon (but not risking of 
security). 

It’s a rather narrow course to steer, but 
it is a course that must prove successful, 
because it will enable you to take advan- 
tage of every opportunity, of every break, 
at the same time that you keep an anchor 
out to windward. And the anchor is the 
thing you’ll have to remember .. . the rest 
will come naturally—too naturally! You 
may forget the anchor. But you must not. 


URANUS IN TWELFTH 


I have left this planet till last because 
though his influence is important, his vibra- 
tions, coming from a closed-in house, tend 
now to be obscured by the angular rays of 
the other planets. However, Uranus is 
awakening you internally, now, on intel- 
lectual planes that you may not dream of. 
As your horizons in the world expand, so 
also your vision expands, to include a more 
humanitarian outlook, a more social and 
political interest, in the world around you. 
Not until 1942 does this awakening descend 
on you with all its force, but now, with 
Uranus in your solar twelfth house, the 
seeds are being sown; advanced and pro- 
gressive intellectual and social ideas are 
being rooted there, and you are able, in- 
ternally, and philosophically, to keep pace 
with the swift-moving world in which you 
are involved. You may scarcely be con- 
scious of this, but since March of 1935, your 
viewpoint has been broadening, your toler- 
ance has been increasing, you have been 
eager and able to comprehend new doc- 
trines, new ideas, new philosophies. And 
this, continuing at a time of external ex- 
pansion in the world, tends to make you a 
better balanced, deeper-thinking and deeper 
feeling person than you have been pre- 
viously.

Mars IN Leo, AucusT 11-SEPTEMBER 26 
THIRD SOLAR HOUSE: MENTALITY, MIND 


Nervous high tension till the 31st of 
August warns you not to make decisions 
here that can be avoided, and to protect 
your health from the depleting effect of 
nervousness. Secret matters are on your 
mind, and you should not let them bother 
you; dismiss them from your thoughts, and 
wait for a better time to thrash them out.

.< entire month of June portends the 
dissociation and dissolution of former integ- 
ral factors. It is marked by a series of 
squares and oppositions from the Sun, Mars, 
Venus and Mercury (all in Gemini) to Nep- 
tune, Saturn and Jupiter, beginning on the 
2nd and lasting until the 30th. Thus the 
movement and activity of this month will be 
a profound step in the complete separation 
between the old order and the new that 
characterizes the year 1936. The general 
tenor, however, changes on the 21st with 
the arrival of the summer solstice and the 
Sun enters Cancer.

The squares to Neptune dominate the 
first ten days, culminating in oppositions to 
Jupiter. This appears to give people the 
world over opportunities for unleashed scope 
of desires and imagination; it will hold out 
enticing rewards based purely on delusions. 
From the 13th +o the 16th the squares to 
Saturn are operative, which will force the 
termination of such ideas and slay such 
wastefulness. The month ends with Mer- 
cury square Neptune on the 27th and op- 
position Jupiter on the 80th.

FIRST QUARTER—MAY 27 TO JUNE 5 


At the quarter Moon Saturn and Jupiter 
were in square aspect, and this relationship 
lasts throughout June. Jupiter is retro- 
grading from 20 to 17 degrees in Sagit- 
tarius, therefore its influence as expressed 
legally, financially, philosophically, or ex- 
pansively may be even more limited than 
would ordinarily be the case. 

On the last day of May Mercury con- 
juncted the Sun. In which aspect forces 
were conjoined to effect new mobilization 
of attack along many lines, but principally 
through a laying together of heads, and 
perhaps the laying on of hands. Whether 
or not the obstacles, obstructions, and ene- 
mies were underestimated remains to be 
seen. 

For on the 2nd day of June an ultimatum 
is presented. Mars squares Neptune. This 
is a flat out and out fight—demand—to 
come across. Belligerent and forthright 
persons are forcing issues, and vehement 
attacks may ring in many parts of the 
world. The minds of men are fired with a 
picture of release from bondage and are 
ready to cut down all barriers. Extreme 
measures will be used by persons in subor- 
dinate positions, Conditions in Japan, 
Poland and Rumania may be in a turmoil. 
Emotions will be stimulated tremendously. 
Fires and accidents may cause death and 
great loss. Transportation of all kinds, 
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air, land or sea, of people or things, may 
cause much distress. Labor is in no mood 
for arbitration and terrific arguments will 
sway crowds of people. Propaganda will 
be rife and it will be almost impossible to 
get at facts. Indecision and uncertainty 
can ruin many ventures. Ingenuity and 
mechanical genius may be used for war- 
like purposes. Military recognition or 
notoriety may come to unknown persons. 

The Sun is close behind Mars in these 
matters, and comes to a square of Neptune 
on the 4th. This not only stimulates all the 
above processes intensely, but indicates that 
the leaders in mass action (whether of ab- 
solute brutality or insidious propaganda) 
have behind them the help and support of 
very important persons. Persons who pre- 
fer not to appear as protagonists, but who 
may now be pushed into the limelight. 

Also on the 4th Mercury conjuncts Venus. 
This is an extremely creative aspect, espe- 
cially in literature, music and art. The 
announcement of the engagement or mar- 
riage of high personages may be made. It 
falls on Uranus in the U. S. chart, and may 
bring about an important new avenue of 
emotional expression and exploitation in 
this country. 


FuLL MooN—JUNE 5 TO 12 


The full Moon of the 5th is in 14 degrees 
of Sagittarius-Gemini. In Europe no end of 
chicanery is going on behind closed doors. 
But it would appear that while incitement 
to carnage is in process, and probably being 
executed, the outward manifestation is held 
sternly in status quo by limitations of pri- 
vation. Poverty of resource is evident, al- 
though foreign complications on every hand 
are terrific. In the U. S. the people at 
large seem to hold the balance of power, and 
while they are optimistic they are also de- 
manding a show down. Treacherous cur- 
rents abound, while haste, temper, insolence, 
may mean bloodshed and great turbulence. 
New inventions may be announced through 
chemistry. A new star may be discovered. 

On the 10th all ideas, plans, projects, 
peoples and governments may receive the 
full impact of this hysterical influence. 
There are four major aspects, the first of 
which is a square of Venus to Neptune. 
Abnormality of every kind is indicated, but 
especially through mental and emotional 
States. Fear and anxiety may precipitate 
a crisis of wide extent. Financial loss is 
involved. Assistance may come from the 
fact that Venus is conjunct its own north 
node and that of Uranus. 

The second aspect is an opposition of Mars 
to Jupiter. This is a particularly baleful 
influence as it loosens the objective forces 
of mankind to an extraordinary degree— 


people do not hesitate to act under it. It is 
an excitation to enormous prodigality and 
to enormous loss. Shipping of all kinds, the 
navy, marine affairs, are sure to be active, 
difficult, and need the utmost precautions. 
Any speculative ventures, transportation 
(especially railroads), brokers, finances, are 
involved. Swift destruction will follow lack 
of restraint in any matter. 

The third aspect is an opposition of the 
Sun to Jupiter. This only adds fuel to the 
flames of all that Mars has set in motion. 
The last aspact is a conjunction of Mars 
and the Sun. Heat, fires, windstorms, un- 
leased activity, mental aberrations, acci- 
dents are included. Oratory will fan re- 
sentment and resistance. Powerful persons 
will fall into traps set by others, or by their 
own overwhelming desires. This conjunc- 
tion falls on Mars in the U. S. chart, so the 
effects may be felt deeply in this country. 
The weather may be grilling. Fires and 
explosions are indicated. London may also 
be under exceptional excitement, as well as 
the major European powers. 


LAST QUARTER—JUNE 12 TO 19 


Mercury is stationary and turns direct on 
the 12th in 5 degrees of Gemini. This will 
release a new verbal, commercial and dis- 
tributive force. It will set more wheels 
turning and may react as vituperation or 
explosion before it leaves this sign on July 
8th. 

The three days from the 18th to 16th 
may show what stuff men—or women—are 
made of. The Sun squares Saturn on the 
13th, on the 14th Mars squares Saturn. 
This is the pay-off and the pay-up. Furi- 
ous onslaughts of effort will hardly move 
this mountain of defeat. Implacable hos- 
tility will arise in many parts of the earth. 
Cold, ruthless, determined and obdurate 
power is exercised against Master or men 
who dare Fate too far. Famine may stalk. 
Poverty of purse, minds or emotions will 
still endeavors. Death may strike older 
statesmen and important officials. Shock- 
ing accidents may occur. Russia, Japan 
and Germany are in the throes of changes, 
desperate attacks and counter attacks. 


Venus opposes Jupiter also on the 14th, 
which shows that rebellion is not silenced, 
nor ambition quenched. The storm center 
breaks out in a new place—from another 
angle. Victims may be terrorized, but the 
man hunt continues. Feeling will over- 
balance sanity. 

On the 16th Venus squares Saturn and 
Moloch is appeased. The emotions die and 
the sternness of justice is done. The re- 
bellion is crushed. But out of the ashes the 
new will arise. 
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NEw Moon—JuNE 19 TO 26 


The new Moon of the 19th of June is in 
27 degrees of Gemini with the Sun eclipsed. 
This eclipse is said. to indicate “the death 
of a king, grave injustice to the interests of 
the people.” It is an extraordinary new 
beginning as it comes so close to the sum- 
mer solstice. Among other things tremen- 
dous activity will take place in all methods 
of transportation, and to all workers con- 
nected with it. The post office is under fire 
and may have searing publicity or condem- 
nation. Officials of institutions of every 
kind may be censured or worse. Crimes, 
especially in regard to women, may be un- 
usual. Heavy expenses are to be met in 
shipping circles or foreign affairs. Reforms, 
however, are being planned, and while they 
appear negligible, they are gaining adher- 
ents and power. 

Venus conjuncts Mars on the same day. 
Sports, physical activity, personal charm, 
and business exploitation should be greatly 
in evidence. A new union of interests 
should supersede older associations. 

The Sun enters Cancer on the 21st. This 
sets the tempo for the coming three months, 
or longer, and may bring about extraor- 
dinary upheavals in the world. In the U. 8S. 
the agitation of the people is more pro- 
nounced. Secret propaganda will affect 
many, while fraud and financial scandals 
will cause loss. Public functions, the mar- 
riage of important people, much movement 
and travel, will be publicized, as well as 
scientific discoveries. Air travel will in- 
erease. Officials will be benefited. Land- 
lords and agriculture may have difficulties 
of a serious nature. Older statesmen or 
persons noted in government service may 
pass away. Socialism appears to be grow- 
ing all over the globe. Germany may be 
rising in internal rebellion against its lead- 
ers. Royalty will command much attention, 
especially in England. Tyrannical acts are 
still the weapon of the war lords in Europe 
and the far East, but the people generally 
are rising to a new level of self-expression.

Venus enters Cancer on the 22nd and 
Mars on the 25th. Thus are added spon- 
taneous, normal human reactions in the 
working out of problems.

A 
more receptive attitude will characterize 
the people at large, and while neither Mars 
nor Venus are strong in Cancer, the changed 
feeling and mentation will allow much 
greater latitude for adjusting problems. 


FIRST QUARTER—JUNE 27 TO 30 
The old Adam is still up to plenty of 


tricks, as may be proved on the 27th, when 
Mercury squares Neptune. False reports 
may be featured in any condition or situa- 
tion. The truth will be circumvented in 
every way possible. Scandal will fall on 
persons in high places. Unjustified rumors 
will cause great confusion and loss. Sub- 
tle, deceptive and fraudulent statements or 
acts ean cause difficulties for a long time to 
come. The most insidious propaganda will 
be released. Crimes long planned may be 
committed. Children should be guarded in 
every way. The sea and air may take their 
toll of victims. Extreme sensitiveness and 
lack of self-confidence may retard private 
and public advance. Nervousness and a 
morbid outlook may affect the health. 

The Sun conjuncts Venus in 7 degrees of 
Cancer on the 29th, which may immediately 
have a profound influence on bettering con- 
ditions. This is very close to Jupiter in the 
U. S. chart, to which business and finances 
should respond with great improvement and 
large benefits. All public matters may 
move forward along expansive, yet basically 
sound, lines.
